The situation in the Philippines Is ad¬ 
mittedly serious, and some hard fight¬ 
ing la in prospect.

IN DEATH 


They Sought To End Lives 
of Guilt. 


THE WOMAN IS DEAD, 


BUT HER COMPANION SURVIVES 
THE DESPERATE ATTEMPT. 


BOTH WERE FROM TENNESSEE 


Wife of W. L. Nlchol, Jr., end OrvUle 
Burnette Had Been Lovers 
For Years. 


SUICIDE IN A CHICAGO HOTEL, 


Chicago, Oct 20.—[Special]—In de¬ 
spair over their hopeless love for one 
another, two prominent Chicagoans, 
both formerly of Nashville and chil¬ 
dren together in that city, deliberately 
planned to die this afternoon In double 
suicide. One, the woman and the wife 
of another, was found cold and life¬ 
less. The other, the husband of a 
trusting companion, is still alive and 
in the hands of the police, having been 
snatched from the very verge of death, 
a hatpin piercing his neck from side 
to side, a bottle of morphine clutched 
in one hand and his nostrils Inhaling 
the stiffing fumes from six open gas 
Jets. 

The woman was Mrs. Charlotte 
Nlchol. mother of two children and wife 
of W. L. Nlchol. Jr., commercial agent, 
with headquarters In Chicago, for the 
Naabvllle, Chattanooga and St. Louis 
Railway Company. He who sought to 
die with her Is Dr. Orville Burnette, a 
prominent South Side dentist, whose 
down-town offices are In the Great 
Northern Hotel. He has been revived 
sufficiently to confess the details of the 

tragedy to the police. 

• • • 

Their Last Night Meeting. 


By appointment they had met, as was 
frequently arranged, Saturday morning, 
and separated at his office to meet 
again In the evening at one of the 
suburban railroad stations. Together 
they made their way to tbe South Side 
cafe, dined ami wined and then took 
quarters for the night In a handsome 
suite of rooms in the Marlborough Ho¬ 
tel on Twenty-second street. Over the 
glasses that had been filled for them 
In several public places during the even¬ 
ing the woman, her companion relates, 
talked ceaselessly of the barrier which 
kept them from being always together, 
and Insisted that nothing could dla- 
sruade her from committing suicide. 

“Will you die for me and with me?“ 
she had pleaded for hours with her 
lover, until he saw that he could not 
take her mind from her purpose. Re¬ 
morse for the dual Ufe she had been 
leading weighed upon her, and Bur¬ 
nette at last gave way to her decision.

When she had written this farewell,** 
her companion has explained In broken 
sentences, "we eat up and talked a 
while, and she asked me again and 
again If I would not go to heaven with 
her. I told her I would.**

Met Death In Happiness. 


Morphine was secured, the gas turned 
on and the two retired, the woman say¬ 
ing constantly: *T am so happy; I never 
was so happy in my life. I could not be 
more contented. Death with you will be 
so sweet.” 

Some time in the morning Burnette 
awakened, half dazed. The woman at 
his side stirred weakly; she was almost 
dead. 

“You will find the rest of the mor- 
phlne on the chiffonier,** she murmured. 
“I have taken my share. Good-bye.** 
These were her lost words.

Burnette’s Desperate Effort. 


The remaining portion was not suf¬ 
ficient to cause death, and Burnette, 
recognl7.lng the fact, used the hatpin 
and turned on more gas Jets. “I de¬ 
cided that I must die In some way,’* 
ho told the police, "and would to God 
It had finished me.**

FORMER CONFEDERATE COMMANDER 

AND CONGRESSMAN IS DEAD 

Gen. James Alexander Walker, Veteran of Many Hard- 
fought Hatties, Expires At His Old Home 
In Virginia. 






THE LATE GEN. JAMES A WALKER. 


Bristol, Tenn., Oct. 20.—£ Special.]— 
Gen. James A. Walker, Commander of 
the famous Stonewall Brigade, who was 
one of the bravest officers of the Con¬ 
federate army and whose breast was 
bullet scarred as the result of engage¬ 
ments during the Civil War, died at 
WythevlUe, Va.. this morning In the 
seventieth year of his age. 

Four years ago Gen. Walker was the 
Representative of the Ninth Virginia 
district In the lower house of Congress, 
having been elected to Congress by the 
Republicans He was a candidate for re- 
election, but was defeated by William 
F. Rhea, the present Representative cf 
the district, following a campaign filled 
with bitterness. Gen. Walker contested 
before Congress for the seat, and while 
depositions were being taken In that 
contest In Bristol, Va., In March, 1898. 
Oen. Walker became the central figure 
In aft exciting shooting affray, and was 
himself shot through the left lung. In 
retaliation he shot an attorney In the 
abdomen. 

• • • 

Gen. Walker’s Career. 


at WythevlUe, where he practiced law 
until his death. 

When the war between the North and 
South broke out Gen. Walker raised a 
company of Confederate troops called 
the Pulaski Guards, and afterward 
known as Company C, Fourth Virginia 
Infantry, a part of the “Stonewall Bri¬ 
gade/* In July, 1861, C&pt. Walker was 
assigned as Lieutenant Colonel to the 
Thirteenth Virginia regiment, com¬ 
manded by Col. A. P. Hill, and In March, 
1861. he succeeded Col. Hill os command¬ 
er of tho regiment. Then In May, 1863. 
ne was appointed Brigadier General and 
became commander of tho “Stonewall 
I Brigade.” He was In charge cf Early's 
old division at the surrender of Appo- 
matox. Gen. Walker was severely 
wounded at Spottsylvania Courthouse 
In 1864. 

• • • 

Active In Politics. 


Years ago the two had been young 
friends In Nashville, Ti»nn. Burnette 
moved to Chicago to study dentistry, 
and the girl married Nlchol. The old 
love returning, she Induced her hus¬ 
band to move to Chicago, keeping her 
secret to herself. The tragedy only has 
disclosed It. Police sent out to notify 
the husband to-night found no one In 
their South Side home save the two 
little children, a boy of eight and a girl 
of Tour. They. In their prattle, said 
their father had gone out to look for 
••mamma,” who hud not been home ”aJ| 
the night and not all the day.” 

Mr. Nlchol was soon found and taken 
to the side of his dead wife. 

GIRLHOOD LIFE WAS PURE. 

Mrs. Nlchol a Daughter of Prof. 

Slisrpe, Formerly of Sewanee. 

Nashville. Tenn.. Oct. 20 — (Special.)— 
Mrs. W. !. Nlchol, Jr., who killed her¬ 
self in Chicago, was a daughter of Prof. 
Sharpe, formerly connected with the 
University of the South at Sewanee. 
She was quite prominent socially when 
a girl, and there was never a breath 
against her good name. Her husband 


James Alexander Walker was born In 
Augusta county, Va., August 27. 1832. 
He received his education at the Vir¬ 
ginia Military Institute and later studied 
law at the University of Virginia. In 
1886 he settled In Pulaski county, Va. 


At the close of the war he took am 
active part In politics and In 1871-72 rep¬ 
resented Pulaski county In the Virginia 
House of Delegates. He. was elected 
Lieutenant Governor of Virginia In 1877, 
and was chosen to represent the Ninth 
district of Virginia In the Fifty*fourth 
Congress. He was re-elected as a Re¬ 
publican to the Fifty-fifth Congress, but 
was defeated for re-election to the Fifty- 
sixth.

MORE PLOTS DISCOVERED ON 
ISLAND OF SAMAR. 


RE-ENFORCEMENTS HURRIED. 


News of American Disasters Spreads 
Like Wildfire and Filipinos 
Cannot Conceal Delight. 


“HAMMER OUT” IS THE ORDER. 


Manila, Oct. 20.—Owing to the vigi¬ 
lance of Lieut. Thomas M. Baines, Jr., 
of the Ninth United States Infantry, 
another slaughter of American troops 
by Insurgents has been averted. It 
seems that Lieut. Baines discovered a 
prisoner re-entering a cell nt Carblgn. 
Island of Samar, where several were 
confined, through a hole that had been 
cut In the wall. An investigation show¬ 
ed a plan to fill the Jail with bolomen 
and to call the guard, which would be 
necessary to get the door open, and 
then to attRck the garrison. It also de¬ 
veloped that the instigators were a 
priest and the Presldente. both of whom 
have been arrested, together with sev¬ 
eral other prominent persons. 

Other attempts have been discovered, 
but. fortunately, frustrated, at Pambu- 
Jan and other points In Samar. Sever¬ 
al persons have been arrested In con¬ 
nection with these. 

• • • 

Re-enforcements Being Rushed. 

Re-enforcements are being rushed to 
Samar. Three hundred and thirty ma¬ 
rines. under Lieut. Col. Mnncll C. Good- 

Is a sor. of the late W. L. Nlchol, who 
died only a few months ago and who 
was one of the most prominent physi¬ 
cians In Tennessee. He has only re¬ 
cently been promoted to a higher post- 
tlon by the Nashville, Chattanooga and 
St. Louis railway, for which he was 
commercial agent in Chicago. He was 
to locate here, and this Is thought to 
have precipitated the tragedy. 

So far as can be learned to-night Bur¬ 
nette is not n Nashville man. H** orob. 
ably came from about SewAr.ee. 


rell. have gone there on board the 
United States cruiser New York, and 
two battalions of the Twelfth Infantry 
will start immediately for the same 
destination. 

United States officers from other 
provinces that were supposed to be 
pacified have recently arrived In Ma¬ 
nila, and they say that the news of 
American disasters spreads like wild¬ 
fire among the natives, who scarcely 
attempt to conceal their delight.

Even Manila a Hot-Bed. 


The Manila constabulary discovered 
a large quantity of steel wagon springs, 
which were being shipped to various 
districts.

The troops In Samar anticipate hard 
fighting. Brig. Gen. Jacob H. Smith, 
who Is In command, has visited most of 
the ports and instructed the Com¬ 
manders that the Insurrection must be 
hammered out and Gen. Lukban. the 
Insurgent leader, captured. Already 
the movement of troops has begun.

Gen. Lacuna Dissatisfied. 


Gen. Lacuna, who surrendered last 
May. has complained to Gen. Chaffee 
that the terms upon which he and his 
force surrendered have not been re¬ 
spected by the Americans. He exhibits 
a document signed by himself and Gen. 
Frederick Funston. In which he and his 
force are granted Immunity in respect 
of all acts committed Contrary to the 
laws of war. 

Since this document was executed 
several of laiounn's officers and men 
have been tried, condemned and sen¬ 
tenced to death for killing American 
prisoners. Gen. Funston says that 
when It was signed he gave Lacuna 
orally to understand that the killing of 
the American prisoners was excepted. 
Lacuna admits that something was *nld 
on the subject, but says no thorough 
understanding was reached, and he 
considers the written agreement bind¬ 
ing. __ 

VENEZUELA DEFAULTS 

IN PAYMENT OF CLAIMS. 

Has Failed To Meet the Quarterly 
Installment of $8,000 Due 
This Month. 


Willemstad. Island of Curacao, Oct. 
20. via Haytlen Cable.—The sum of I8.0C0 
became due this month to the United 
States from Venezuela on account of 
mixed American claims, and It has not 
been paid. The claims arose out of dam¬ 
ages sustained during the revolution of 
1892. They were adjudicated between 
Venezuela ar.d the United States, and 
the former agreed to pay $32,000 a year 
In quarterly payments, with annual in¬ 
terest on the sinking fund, th? payments 
to be divided pro rata among the Amer¬ 
ican claimants. 

This Is the first Instance where Vene¬ 
zuela has defaulted on a quarterly pay¬ 
ment.

PROSPECT OF MISTRIAL 


DEFENSE MAY NOT BE ABLE TO 
FINISH. 


MAY HAVE TILL SUNDAY NIGHT. 


Contention That Verdict Reached 
After Saturday Midnight 
Would Stand. 


JURY TO VISIT FRANKFORT. 


Georgetown, Ky.. Oct. 20.—(Special.)— 
Nearly all the witnesses for Caleb Pow¬ 
ers have arrived In Georgetown, many 
of them having been brought on attach¬ 
ment# Issued by the Commonwealth. 
Great Interest now centers In the ques¬ 
tion as to whether the trial will be 
finished by nex*. Saturday night, when 
the regular term of the Scott Circuit 
Court will end. 

Numerous lawyers contend that If a 
verdict Is not rendered by Saturday at 
midnight the result will be a mistrial. 
Othief* say the Court of Appeals would 
allow a verdict rendered any time be¬ 
fore Sunday at midnight to stand. How¬ 
ever, it la certain that if a verdict is 
not reported before next Sunday at 
midnight the present hearing of tho 
case of the former Secretary of State 
will be null and void, for the regular 
term of the Bourbon Circuit Court will 
open at Paris next Monday morning. 
Judge Can trill presiding. 

If the attorneys for Powers succeed 
In their plans a mistrial is certain to 
fotlow. In the first trial of Powers the 
defense only consumed a week In get¬ 
ting its testimony before the Jury, and 
If it has no more witnesses this time 
than before It will be difficult for lbs 
counsel to take up the entire week. 

• • • 

Powers’ Adroit Argument. 


A matter which has been widely com¬ 
mented upon to-day is the latitude al¬ 
lowed Powers in giving his testimony 
Saturday. During the twelve hours he 
was on the stand he was not asked more 
thnVA dozen quest tons by his lawyers. 
At times his testimony warn nothing 
more than an argument In his own be¬ 
half. He frequently made use of the 
expression: “That could not have been 
true/* Then he would proceed to make 
explanations of his actions In his own 
way. He frequently referred to the 
statements of CuJton, Golden and other 
witnesses for the State, and after call¬ 
ing the came of the witness would 
say: “His statement on that point was 
absolutely untrue.** 

The Commonwealth made but few ob¬ 
jections and Judge Cantrill only inter¬ 
rupted the witness when an objection 
was made. 

It Is expected that Power* will finish 
his examination Jn chief to-day. It Is 
understood the cross-examination of the 
prisoner will be brief. 


Probable and Improbable Witnesses. 


There Is considerable speculation as 
to whether ex-Gov. W. O. Bradley and 
ex-Judge W. H. Yost will testify in 
Powers’ behalf this term. It tt believed 
that they will. Former Postmaster 
John L oBeley, of Paris; Leander Guf- 
fy. of Frankfort, and numerous others 
have It within their power to aid Pow¬ 
ers If the statements credited them are 
untrue. It Is claimed that Taylor. Fin¬ 
ley, John L Powers. Berry Howard and 
Henry E. Youtsey have it within their 
power to clear the prisoner If the state¬ 
ments credited to these alleged co-con- 
fiplrators ar* untrue, but It Is not prob¬ 
able that any one of these will be put 
on the stand. 

• • • 

Jury To Visit Frankfort. 


If the trial is finished by Friday the 
Jury will be taken to Frankfort to 
make an Inspection of the c&pltol build¬ 
ings, the Capital Hotel, the State arse¬ 
nal and other places referred to so often 
In the testimony. The counsel for both 
sides are anxious that the Jurors should 
have a thorough knowledge of the 
buildings on the Capitol square before 
the argument U heard. 

It Is said to-night that the Breaker* 
of the State will be Commonwealth's 
Attorney Franklin. T. C. Cnmpbell and 
John K. Hendrick. James C. Sims, W. 
C. Ow€*na and John W. Douglas will 
probably moke the argument In behalf 
of the prisoner. 

Powers spent Sunday In consultation 
with his attorneys, who are busy out¬ 
lining his defense. 

The counsel for the Commonwealth 
have begun to arrange for their rebut¬ 
tal testimony, and ninny of the wit¬ 
nesses examined In chief have been re¬ 
tained as witnesses In ributlal.

Dr. Vance Explodes One Story. 

Dr. Ap. Morgan Vance, of Louisville, 
arrived here to-night, having been sum¬ 
moned as a witness for the defense. It 
was reported among attorneys and wit¬ 
nesses that Dr. Vance would be intro¬ 
duced by Powers to prove that Goebel 
was shot from behind and not from the 
front. When seen to-night by the Cou¬ 
rier-Journal correspondent. Dr. Vance 
said: “I never said that Mr. Goebel was 
shot from behind. On the other hand, 
it has always been my contention that 
he was shot from the fr» nt.”

EPISCOPAL MINISTER REPLIES 

TO PROFESSOR M'GARVEY'S CRITICISM 

The Rev. Baker P. Lee, Dean of Christ Church Cathe¬ 
dral in Lexington, Declares There Is Nothing 
Wrong In Attending the Races. 


Lexington, Ky., Oct. 20.—fSpecial.)— 
Christ Church Cathedral was crowded 
to-night when the dean of the Cathedral, 
the Rev. Baker P. Lee, preached by re¬ 
quest the sermon he had delivered Iset 
Sunday morning. Many cf the most 
prominent men In the city In various 
callings were present. Dean Lee con¬ 
tributed $6 to the Kentucky Trotting 
Horse Breeders’ Association on account 
of its liberality, and also Thomas W. 
Lawson's liberality toward the charita¬ 
ble Institutions of this city. He also at¬ 
tended the trots, as did Dr. Mueller, the 
pastor of the First Presbyterian church. 
The action of Dean Lee drew from Pres¬ 
ident McGarvey. of the Bible College, of 
the Christian Church, a bitter attack. In 
which Dean Lee s conduct was referred 
to as “Impious.” 


Last Sunday Dean Lee preached a 
sermon which was a vigorous reply to 
President McGarvey. It created a pro¬ 
found Impression in the local religious 
world, and so strong was the demand on 
the part of prominent citizens that the 
dean agreed to repeat the sermon. He 
argued that there was nothing wrong in 
attending trotting races, and also that a 
man could be a Christian and at the 
same time a horseman. ‘ He denounced 
the hypocrisy of many so-called pious 
men. and said there was as much char¬ 
ity among horsemen as among church¬ 
men. He spoke of Ed Geers as an ex¬ 
ample of rugged honesty In a racehorse 
man. His sermon is the talk of the city 
and It Is expected that Prof. McGarvey 
will reply to him.

Oct. 20.—Yale Uni¬ 
versity began to-day the celebration of 
the two hundredth anniversary of ihe 
founding of Yale College. The bi-cen¬ 
tennial of the great Institution of learn¬ 
ing was ushered in with ceremonies es¬ 
sentially religious. 

The services were performed In ac¬ 
cord with the devout and reverent tra¬ 
ditions of the good old New England 
days when the little handful of clergy¬ 
men gathered together and with prayer¬ 
ful supplications asked Divine blessings

SURROUNDS THE PROVIDENCE 
TIPPLE AND OPENS FIRE. 


MINERS’ HOMES ATTACKED. 


The Houses Riddled With Bullets and 
Occupants Have Narrow Es¬ 
cape From Death. 


TROOPS LEAVE MADISONVILLE. 


Mad Ison ville. Ky.. Oct 20.—I Special] 
—Last night at a late hour several 
shots were fired into the tipple at the 
Providence mines In Webster county, 
where the guards are stationed. The 
grards hastened to Investigate, and 
feund that about forty armed men had 
completely surrounded the mines. As 
soon as the guards exposed themselves 
to view the assailants fired on them 
and forced them to retreat to the tip¬ 
ple. from which they returned the fire, 
and for twenty minutes a lively fight 
was waged, four or five hundred shots 
being exchanged. The members of the 
Attacking party then retreated to a hill 
nearby, where they again opened fire, 
this time on the ^nglnehouse and the 
residences of the nonunion miners liv¬ 
ing In the vicinity of the mines. The 
fire was again returned by the guards 
at the mines and the attacking party 
was again forced to withdraw. Desul- 
ttry shooting was kept up until this 
ir.omitig. 

• • • 

Narrow Escapes. 

Althcugh no one was injured, many 
narrow escapes are reported by both 
the guards and nonunion miners. The 
tipple and the other wood around the 
mines were literally perforated with 
bullets. All the windows In the engine- 
house and the residences of the non- 


The Owensboro and Bowling Green 
companies of the Kentucky State 
Guards, who have been on duty at the 
various mines in Hopkins county for 
the last thirty days, returned home to¬ 
day. The Owensboro company was the 
first to go, leaving on a special train 
at 10 o'clock this morning. The Bow¬ 
ling Green company left this afternoon

and the only member of the State 
Guards left hnre Is Capt, Strange, reg¬ 
imental quartermaster.

Reform Wrought. 


When the troops arrived in Madtson- 
vllle this county was the seat of law¬ 
lessness and disorder. Nonunion min¬ 
ers on their wuy to work were forced 
at the point of the rifle to return to 
their homes and the residences of union 
and nonunion miners were being fired 
Into >very day. but peace has at last 
been restored In Hopkins county, and 
to Gov. Beckham and Adjt. Gnn. Mur¬ 
ray. belongs the credit for the changed 
Conditions. Gen. Murray went to work 
as soon as he arrived to obtain an ami¬ 
cable settlement of the differences ex¬ 
isting between the armed union miners 
and the armed guards of the operators. 
In four days he succeeded In getting 
both sides to sign a peace proposition, 
in which they agreed to surrender to 
him all the anna in their possession. 
Both aides lived up to the terms of the 
agreement and Hopkins county has 
been practice hy free from serious dis¬ 
order for the past thirty days. 

Much praise Is being bestowed on 
Gen. Murray for the manner In which 
he brought about the adjustment of the 
troubles, and he left here to-day 
the friend of ootl. union and nonunion 
factions.

Gen. Murray’s Statement. 


Before his departure. Gen. Murray 
expressed himself as well pleased with 
the situation and give out the follow¬ 
ing statement: 

The legal rights of the people In the 
county have been sharply defined since 
the troops hav# been heft?, and an object 
Ivsson has been taught. It has been 
shown by tho presence of troops that life 
must he safe; property must be protected, 
and that the constitutional right of frre 
speech must be respected. Such should 
be tbe case without the presence of troops. 
The Governor has demonstrated that h» 
wiU impartially a e that tbe law is oo- 
werved and obeyed. It sterns to me that 
with this *061001 lesion before them that 
all citizens of the county a» d nil factions 
will see that no good can be accomplish¬ 
ed by force and that IntimldatJon will

The principal streets had become 
archways of blue, adorned at intervals 
with pictures of President Roosevelt, 
who on Wednesday is to be Yale’s 
guest, and who on that day will become 
a son of Yale when the university's 
honorary degree Is conferred upon him.

The Transition. 

From the simple school of 1701 Yal# 
to-day found herself a great university, 
developed through the years from a 
one-building institution down through 
her “brick row” to a campus, thence to 
a second campus and now to a third, 
and stretching out in her departmental 
buildings to territory os givat again. 

Within Battell Chapel, where the bi¬ 
centennial was Inaugurated, the serv¬ 
ices were participated In by an assem¬ 
blage as Imposing os the exercises were 
simple. 

On the rostrum sat President Arthur 
Twining Hadk y. At his right was th# 
Rev. Joseph Twichell, D. D., of Hart¬ 
ford, the preacher of the bi-centennial 
sermon. To his left was Thomas G. 
Bennett, of the Yale corporation. Next 
to Dr. Twichell sat former President 
Timothy Dwight. On one end was tho 
Hon. Henry Howland, of New York; on 
the other the Rev. Charles Ray Fulmer, 
both fellows of the University oorpora- 
tI m. All wore th * gowns of their . ffievs. 
Below In the choir stalls sat a picked 
choir of students. The body of the 
chapel nns occupied in the center aisle 
by distinguished delegate# and guests 
who wore ucadvmy gown# with hoods 
of many colors. 

The seats of the side aisles were filled 
with Yale graduates, while the three 
gallerks were reserved for ladies.

Th© Morning Services. 


The service began at 10:30 a. m. A 
rhant by the choir was followed by th# 
Lord's prayer. President Hadley read a 
b'Rsnn from the Scriptures, and after 
the Te Doum tho vast congregation 
sang Psalm Ixv.

Mr. George W. Lleberth, the Sixth 
dlstrfct politician, who Is endeavoring 
to succeed D. N. Comlngoro as Col¬ 
lector ot Internal Revenue In that dis¬ 
trict, reached the city at 9:30 o’clock 
last night and registered at Seelbnoh’a. 
He Immediately went to the Loulsvlil* 
Hotel und Joined Messrs, Deboe and 
Barnett, but the conference broke ud 
shortly after his arrival. Mr. Lleberth 
came to Louisville to look after some 
campaign matters and to strengthen 
his fences In his race for the collector- 
■J'iP- . ?, Ir - ii* P* Ernst, chairman of the 
Republican Campaign Committee, and 
Mr. Llebcrth's close political friend |« 
expected to arrive to-day from Wash¬ 
ington. He went East a few days ago 
to lay the claims of Lleberth before the 
President and urge his appointment. 
A\ hat success he had is not known, but 
Mr. Lleberth appears to be well satis¬ 
fied with his chances. He said last 
night that he feared no Interference 
from Commissioner Yerkes, as he lmd 
promised some time ago not to take a 
hand in the fight for either of the fac¬ 
tions. Mr. Lleberth (lots not expect the 
President to act until after the Novem¬ 
ber elm Hon. or probably not until r- 0 n . 
gress convenes in December. 

Sheriff Henry Bosworth. of Fayette 
county, was here last night ,-n route 
to French Lick for a visit Discussing 
politic*. Mr. Bosworth said that the 
Democratic party was thoroughly unit¬ 
ed In Fayette this year nnd '.could meet 
the enemy with a solid front next 
month. He said the Democrats are 
better organised than for some years 
and that the rank and file of the party 
was taking unusual interest In the cam¬ 
paign. He predicted the election of the 
entire Democratic ticket both in Lex¬ 
ington and Fayette county.

UNION PACIFIC TURNED DOWN.

Disposition of Arms. 

Gen. Murray addressed a letter to 
both the operators and the union offi¬ 
cials. in which he stated that he was 
ready to return to each side the arms 
surrendered. The nperntnre sent their 
men to Camp Thomas J. Smith and the 
arms surrendered by them were re¬ 
stored to them. The union officials de¬ 
clined to receive their arms, and Presi¬ 
dent Woods addressed the following 
letter to Gen. Murray In answer to hl 3 
first letter: 

David R. Murray, Adjt. Gen. Ky., Camp 
Thomas J. Smith, City: 1 have just re¬ 
ceived your message. In which you offer 
to deliver to me all firearms turned ov« r 
to you by the I’nlted Mine Workers of 
America in Hopkins county. 1 also note 
that you will withdraw the troops to¬ 
morrow. 1 feel that It will be very un¬ 
wise for both or either side to arm them¬ 
selves at this or any future time, inas¬ 
much ns a peace proposition hus been 
signed by both parties. Assuring you of 
our good faith, 1 most respectfully de¬ 
cline to receive our arms, leaving them 
In your charge until some future date, 
assuring you of my sincereness in this 
matter. I am, very truly,

New York, Oct. 20 .—[Special.]—Mr. 
Philip King, in discussing the financial 
situation In to-morrow’s Sun, will say: 

October Is often a month of com¬ 
parative strength In the stock market, 
even if the general tendency of valueo 
is to decline. Of course, there is no 
hard and fast rule about the matter. 
Yet the phenomenon has been not In¬ 
frequently noticed, and the reason for 
it s^ms to be something like this: The 
security market often weakens in the 
autumn because of fear of a money 
stringency due to shipments of ensh 
to the interior to move grain crops. This 
Is most likely to happen, naturally, 
when a gr**at speculation has been go¬ 
ing on. bank loans have been extend¬ 
ed and the normal relief of gold Im¬ 
ports Is denied. The drain of money 
sets In in September or perhaps late In 
August. In October the first rush of 
corn and wheat from the farmers 
hand*: slackens, and so does the de¬ 
mand for funds which the movement 
necessitates. The demand revives again 
in the las: part of the month, being 
accentuated at that time by the needs 
of the Southern cotton planters. The 
pause In the movement, however, makes 
money easier while It lasts and often 
stimulates speculative activity. 

Whether the rise in stocks which has 
recently occurred is mainly due to this 
reason Is for anyone to decide as he 
may. So far, though tightness in 
money has been greatly dreaded. It has 
not put In an appearance, but to what 
extent tho event was averted by the 
action of the Secretary of the Treasury 
in putting $25,000,000 into the banks 
through his bond purchases is a matter 
for reflection. Serious financial trou¬ 
bles. due to exigencies of this nature, 
have in the past been usually seen in 
the last two months of the year. 

• • • 

Decline of Stocks Unexplained. 


There can be no doubt that the fall 
In the prices of securities, which, in a 
general and moderate way. progressed 
during the summer and led up to what 
at least must be characterized as the 
present irregular and uncertain stock 
market, has occasioned surprise to very 
many people who can by no means be 
called uninformed and who are not 
strangers to the operations of the Stock 
Exchange. Why should stocks decline, 
they ask. when the business fife of the 
land is one of unexampled health and 
vigor? The famous sarcasm of Mr. Jay 
Gould—that there were times when 
Wall street was the only gloomy spot 
In the country—has been repeated by 
many Ups in the last few weeks. 

• • • 

Prosperity Is Unlimited. 

And there ought not to be on any 
right-thinking person’s part a disposi¬ 
tion to ignore or minimize the present 
marvelous prosperity of our country. It 
Is, Indeed, almost Impossible to exag¬ 
gerate It. Its radiance pours in upon 
everybody who has eyes. Th*r® are 
hardly freight cars enough to draw the 
tonnage that presses upon the railroads. 
Bank clearings, recorded earnings of all 
sorts, accumulate and Increase like the 
riches brought by the slaves of Aladdin. 
Never before were our farmers so rich, 
corn crop failure or not; nor were the 
great mossof Industrial artisans so well 
paid and happy. Never before was 
there such a return stream of wealth 
from these great classes of people di¬ 
rected to the purchase of necessaries 
and luxuries. Our exports of all sorts 
of goods, though not quite so great as 
a little time ago, are still very large. 
Consumption of all kinds of iron and 
steel continues prodigious. The hotels 
and theaters and retail stores are 
Jammed with people eager to spend 
their money. 

In a larger* sense, what an overwhelm¬ 
ing prospect of splendor nnd power 
opens to a sober contemplation of our 
country’s future. The Illimitable ex¬ 
tent of our natural resources, ami the 
economy. Ingenuity and enterprise with 
which we can exploit them; the stu¬ 
pendous growth of our manufacturing 
industries, added to our unquestionable 
supremacy as an agricultural producer, 
must easily make us in the future the 
most wealthy and powerful nation In 
human history. 

• • ♦ 

Decline Has Not Been Great 


But It must be observed. In the first 
place, that there has not been, after all, 
any very great decline in the values of 
good and approved securities. The bond 
market, though It has grown dull, is 
not and has not been weak, while the 
prices of what are known as Investment 
stocks have shaded very slightly. Many 
of these stocks. In fact, are now selling 
at their record high figures, and the 
general average of the prices of rail¬ 
road shares, as a whole, is down but 
little. Wall-street pessimism—if that is 
the name for It—has not yet worked 
any havoc among the really good 
things. 

The notable declines have been In the 
industrial stocks, and substantial rea¬ 
son for this fact cannot be denied 
When one Industrial concern after an¬ 
other m.ikes an onnur.l report showing 
heavily ieduced earnings, and. what is 
more Important, attesting gross over- 
capitalization and mismanagement It 
cannot be expected that holders of stock 
in these und simllnr companies will not 
be alarmed and endeavor to rid them¬ 
selves of such doubtful property And 
human nature would hnve to be 
changed if the enormous losses incurred 
In these ventures had not engendered 
grave public mistrust that the "boom"

Why Investors Hesitate. 


The sincere inquirer reeking the real 
cause for the prevailing scepticism con¬ 
cerning the stability of present prices 
and the true reason "why the public Is 
not in the market." must go a little 
further. There are two questions al¬ 
ways consciously or Instinctively con¬ 
sidered by every investor in determin¬ 
ing his action. One is the general busi¬ 
ness outlook, the probable specific busi¬ 
ness future of the proposed investment, 
its Intrinsic security and other allied 
factors. The other question is the price 
at which the Investment is offered. No 
mutter how promptly and favorably the 
first query Is answered. If the response 
to the second Is not equally favorable 
the investor will pass on. If stocks are 
too high he will not buy them: or If 
forced to buy something he will buy 
bonds as distinguished from stock, be¬ 
cause in them his money will be much 
more secure. He will most assuredly 
take this latter course If speculation or 
any other cause has sc* advanced the 
price of stock shares that the money 
return from them Is very little. If at all. 
In excess of that of the mortgage Hens 
upon the property, even allowing for 
the greater liability of these mortgage 
liens to taxation. 

What the Investment will yield de¬ 
termines the matter absolutely. If the 
premium demanded for It is vastly In 
excess of former years and has very 
suddenly accrued. If the return from 
the Investment Is thus reduced to slen¬ 
der proportions, and the whole question 
of price and yield Involves the prac¬ 
tical certainty that the general and 
specific indications of prosperity have 
been more than discounted, the In¬ 
vestor, though he may be confused for 
a little time by the speculative whirl, 
will Inevitably quickly regain Ills poise 
and tie up his purse strings. 

• • • 

Some Stocks Still Within Reach. 


The leading topic of conversation in 
the financial community during the 
week was. of course, the relations of 
Northern Pacific, Union Pacific and 
Burlington. Such are the legal ques¬ 
tions. tentative bargainings, suspicions, 
changing personal attitudes and other 
disturbances and intricacies attending 
the affair that not even those who are 
close to the center of It are at all times 
familiar with what Is really going on. 
It seems a fairly wise thing for an 
outsider to do, therefore, to make up 
his mind that he will not take any 
financial action based upon his own 
guesses as to the facts. The one thing 
that can truly be said about the situa¬ 
tion Is that its outcome may powerfully 
affect the stock market either bene¬ 
ficially or adversely, and that logically 
It should serve as a decidedly restrict¬ 
ive Influence in market operations un¬ 
til the light shines through It. It cer¬ 
tainly seems like an Impasse In which 
one side or tho other must wholly give 
way. Both Union Pacific and Great 
Northern parties are after the Burling¬ 
ton system, now In the hands of the 
Northern Pacific railway, desiring to 
use It as a means of exchanging freight 
with their own lines. It is possible so 
to use the Burlington that both Union 
Pacific and Great Northern Interests 
would profit by It; but the prime con¬ 
tention of the Union Pacific people Is 
that If the Burlington system passes 
Into Great Northern hands absolutely, 
the Union Pacific road might be ruined. 
The Union Pacific party has a clear 
majority of the Northern Pacific stock 
certificates; but the greater part of Its 
control lies In preferred stock certifi¬ 
cates, and these, the Great Northern 
people say, can be retired by the di¬ 
rectors. who ar* understood to be In 
sympathy, os a board, with the Great 
Northern Interest. Eminent legal opin¬ 
ion Is that these preferred stock certifi¬ 
cates are simply demand obligations 
which can be redeemed at par. 

On the other hand, the Union Pacific 
people maintain that the preferred cer¬ 
tificates can only be retired by the 
Northern Pacific Company as distin¬ 
guished from the directors, and that if 
they are retired, tho holders thereof 
must receive such rights and privileges 
In the new stock or other obligations 
Issued In their place that their former 
ability to control the company through 
the voting power of the old certificate* 
Is unimpaired. Eminent lawyers have 
als^ written long brief* i n support of 
this contention: and the Union Pacific 
claim Is that the arbitration of Messrs 
Vanderbilt and Cassatt, under the 
agreement of last May does not extend 
to any question of the retirement of the 
preferred stock. 

Both sides maintain friendly relation* 
and inform Inquirers that everything la 
going on harmoniously. Rut the Great 
Northern p*op|o say that thov will cer¬ 
tainly retire the Northern Pacific pre¬ 
ferred stock on January l next and the 
Union Pacific people say that they will 
not give up the Northern Pacific con¬ 
trol. 

• • • 

Union Pacific Proposition Rejected. 

It can be here stated authoritatively 
that a proposition from the Union Pa¬ 
cific side that one-half of the Burling¬ 
ton system should be turned over to It. 
has been rejected by the Great North¬

MAY DINE TOGETHER AGAIN 

AT YALE’S BICENTENNIAL 

Booker Washington and President Roosevelt Have 
Each Been Invited To Break Bread At 
Hadley’s Home. 


New Haven, Oct. 20.—[Special.]— 
President Roosevelt will not make any 
change ln his policy of meeting on 
friendly terms colored leaders when he 
wishes. He will sit on the same plat¬ 
form here on next Wedensday morn¬ 
ing with Booker T. Washington, who 
dined with the President in the White 
House last w*eek, which fact has set 
the country on edge. At the commem- 
moratlve exercises of the Yale bl-cen- 
tenniul It Is rumored here that Prof. 
Washington will receive the degree of 
Doctor of Laws with Mr. Roosevelt. It 
Is also understood that Prof. Washing¬ 
ton and President Roosevelt will eat 
together again on Wednesday evening 
In the home of President Hadley, of 
Yale. Both have been invited to break 
bread at the table of the Yale Presi¬ 


dent, and only unexpected absence of 
either Prof. Washington or President 
Roosevelt will prevent a repetition of 
the circumstances which called forth 
comment throughout the country*. 

Prof. Washington arrived to-night. 
Eepeclal honor Is shown to him In being 
the personal guest of Prof. John Chris¬ 
topher Schwab, head of the department 
of political economy and chairman of 
the General Bl-centennlal Committee. 
He arrived to-night at Prof. Schwab s 
ln Prospect Hill, within a stone’s throw 
of the Fa mam home, where President 
Roosevelt will be quartered. 

Prof. Schwab has spent much of his 
life in the South and generally is re¬ 
garded as distinctly Southern in his 
sympathies. He Is the author of a his¬ 
tory of the Confederacy.

BLACKS ENGAGE IN BUSINESS. 


Boston, Oct. 20.—James Jackson, of 
Cambridge, who was suspended from 
membership In the Second Reformed 
PresbyLilan church because In becom¬ 
ing nn American citizen he took oath 
to uphold the Constitution of the Unit¬ 
ed States, proposes to fight the ruling. 

Jackson took port in to-day’s serv¬ 
ices at the church. 

The case Is probably one of the 
strangest of its kind ever called to the 
attention of the people of Massaehu- 
BCt ts. 

Mr. Jacksaon is a Scotchman by 
birth, but now, after tv® years here, he 


has taken out naturalization papers. 

The Rev. J. M. Foster, pastor of the 
church from which Jackson was sus¬ 
pended. is quoted os making the fol¬ 
lowing statement of the case: 

“We look upon the Constitution of 
the United States as an immoral doc¬ 
ument and as on Insult to the Al¬ 
mighty, ln that It makes no mention 
of God. and claims for the people that 
sovereign power which belongs to God 
nkme. We refuse to accept the Consti¬ 
tution thus defective and cannot swear 
allegiance to 1L” 


ARE ENCOURAGED AND PATRON 
IZED BY THE WHITES. 


CONDITIONS MUCH IMPROVED 


Chicago, Oct. 20.—The Record-Herald 
prints the following letter from Bouker 
T. Washington, dated Natchez, Miss., 
Oct. 16: 

“I have been traveling through the 
State of Mississippi and speaking at 
the large centers of population, at tho 
request of the trustees of the John F. 
Slater Board. There are several things 
In relation to the life of our people ln 
this State and their relations to tho 
whites In which 1 think your readers 
will be interested. My talks to them 
have covered mainly the subjects of 
the Importance of seeming land, build 
Ing decent homes, cultivating habits of 
economy, thrift and Industry, i have 
also spoken plainly on the Importance 
of education, correct inoral habits and 
proper relations between the races. I 

While I came into the State for the 
purpose of speaking to the colored peo¬ 
ple, 1 have been surprised at every 
1 olnt where I have spoken to note tnat 
my audiences have been very largely 
composed of white people. Including 
many white women, as well as all col¬ 
e-red people who could crowd Into the 
room. For example, here at Natchez, 
where 1 have delivered two addresses, 
a large part of the audience room on 
both occasions was occupied by white 
men and women, and the same has been 
true at other points, notably at Vicks¬ 
burg. 

No one can look Into the faces of the 
thousands of colored people who crowd 
to these meetings, coming long dis¬ 
tances in many cases and sitting for an 
hour or two hours listening to a dis¬ 
cussion of matters pertaining to their 
welfare, without being convinced that 
the race Is slowly but surely making 
progress ln every part of this State. 

• • • 

Better Homes For Negroes. 

Evidences of progress can also be 
noted in the Improvement of the condi¬ 
tion of the people, most especially In 
the number of small, neat cottages 
which they own In the cities and towns 
It is also noticeable in the country dis¬ 
tricts that wherever new buildings are 
erected, with few exceptions, the house 
contains two or more rooms, instead 
of being the usual one-room cabin. 

The most depressing and I think se¬ 
rious condition regarding the industrial 
and moral progress ol our people is 
to be found on the large plantations, 
where our people are In the most part 
renters. 

u? u *l >ea * i,I JS of the improvement 
which has taken place, I must mention 
the case of a colored man in whoso 
home I was entertained. It has be~n 
my privilege to see something of the 
homes of some of the best w hite people 
ln every part of the North and West 
and I do not exaggerate when I say i 
have seldom been in the home of any 
white man anywhere in the country 
where everything was so attractive, 
convenient and comfortable. I had not 
been In this home five minutes before 
the lady of the house asked me If I 
would not like to inspect her kitchen 
and pantry, and I found everything in 
the kitchen as neat and Intelligently ar¬ 
ranged as one would expect to find in 
a home in New England. 1 confess that 
this home is much above the average 
occupied by our people, but it is an in¬ 
dication of the progress that Is being 
made. The owner of the home to which 
I refer is Wesley Crayton, who Is a 
successful business man in Vicksburg. 

• • • 

Railroads More Considerate. 


Another thing that has rather pleased 
and somewhat surpiised me Is the fact 
that the railroads In Mississippi are be¬ 
ginning to provide better accommoda¬ 
tions for their colored passengers. On 
the main lines of the large systems, 
w hile there is separation of the races. I 
have noted that colored people are 
given an entire couch and in addition 
a smoking oar, and both compartments 
are equal. Tills Improvement, I believe, 
will soon take place on all the roads. I 
think the railroads are beginning to see 
It ptays from a financial point of view 
to treat their colored passengers with 
Justice. 

In Greenville, Mias., I was surprised 
to find a colored man on the police 
force, nnd he has retained his petition 
on that force for twelve or fifteen years, 
ln the same towm one of the largest 
book and stationery stores is owned 
and conducted by a colored man. Three- 
fourths of his customers are white peo 
pie, and this colored man has more 
than once employed wiiite clerks to as¬ 
sist in the conduct of his business In 
Natchez by for the largest and most 
successful saddlerj' and harness store 
Is ow*ned nnd conducted by a negro 
named Louis Kastor. I found a 
stock of goods In this largo and attrac¬ 
tive store that was valued at $ 6 , 000 , and 
at least three-fourtha of hi* trade Is 
with white people. Every white man 
In the city with whom I spoke referred 
with great pride to the success of this 
man. In several cases l find that col¬ 
ored clerks are employed by white mer¬ 
chants. There Is a colored roan not far 
from Natchez who sent to the market 
last year over 600 bales or cotton raisM 
an his farm. 

• • • 

No Race Trouble In Natchez. 

The relations existing between the 
tw’o races In Natchez are the most sat¬ 
isfactory, I think, of anywhere that I 
have seen In the South. There has 
never been In the city of Natchez any 
of the horrible race outbreaks or lytich- 
Ings In the earlier days of reconstruc¬ 
tion It seems that the colored and white

people came to an understanding by 
which the county officers were to be di¬ 
vided between the races. In some way, 
however, most If not *11 of the offices 
have gotten out of the hands cf the col¬ 
ored people; still I find that the same 
amicable relations exist. What I have 
said of Natchez ln this regard will ap¬ 
ply In a somewhat less degree to the 
relations of the race* In Vicksburg nnd 
Greenville. The fierce and unreasonable 
race difficulties for the most part occur 
In the smaller towns and In the country 
districts, where Ignorance is dense. 

In both Vicksburg nnd Nutchex I 
have found colored lawyers who J»eem 
to be doing a successful business, and 
in both oases they told me that they 
feel their color did not prevent them 
from being treated with fairness In the 
courts. 

It Is difficult to speak with any degree 
of accuracy In regard to the negro’s vote 
or predict what is to take plAce in the 
future In regard to the franchise, but 
this much I believe I can say with a rea¬ 
sonable degree of safety—while the op¬ 
eration of the new* Constitution cuts off 
the great mass of tho negroes from vc t- 
lng, I have noted wherever I have in¬ 
vestigated the subject that in the cities 
to which I have referred, ln the case 
of the colored man who owns the book 
store and In the ens^ of the black man 
ln Natchez who operates the largest *od- 
dlerv and harness store, and Including 
perhaps two dozen colored men of In¬ 
telligence and character and business 
standing, such men cast their votes 
with ut qU’*t’on and hove thrm c untid. 

• • • 

Hope* For the Franchise. 


I am led to believe that these few col¬ 
ored men really exercise more Influence 
ln politics than the masse* who voted 
w’ithout restraint a few years ago, for 
the reason that their votes were freely 
ln most cases counted out or In some 
way gotten rid of. I may be mistaken, 
but I am led to feel that gradually, as 
our people get property, Intelligence, be¬ 
come conservative, and learn the lesson 
of casting their fortune ln every honor¬ 
able way with their neighbors, they ara 
not going to be refused an opportunity 
to vote. 

Notwithstanding the hopeful and en¬ 
couraging Indications to w’hlch I have 
referred, the fact must not be overlooked 
or smothered that there Is an immense 
amount of work to be done ln the direc¬ 
tion of education In the broadest sens*) 
In this portion of the South before condi¬ 
tions will be relieved from danger and 
anxiety. There never was a greater op¬ 
portunity for people of wealth to do 
something that would lift up an entire 
section of country regardless cf race 
thun Is presented In the South. 

It means a great deal, I find, for our 
Southern States to have the right kind 
of Governors. Mississippi In the present 
Governor, Longlno. has one of the brav¬ 
est, wisest and most Ju*t Governors. He 
ha* spoken out fearlessly In favor of 
education, and particularly against mob 
law, and has not only spoken against 
mob law but lias acted promptly and 
bravely. The Influence of this man for 
all that is good cn:. be easily seen and 
felt in every part of the State. 

• • • 

Honored By State Officials. 


In Jackson the State officials very 
kindly tendered the use of the State 
Capitol for my meeting, but another 
audience room was found larger than 
the Hall of Representatives and the 
meeting was not held lu the State Capi¬ 
tol for this reason. At the meeting In 
Jackson there were as many people of 
both races on the outside of the house 
who could not get ln as were on the 
Inside, and my reception could not havo 
been more cordial In New York or Bos¬ 
ton thac It was in the capital of the 
State of Mississippi. 

In Jackson, as in the other cities that 
I have visited, I found colored people 
engaged In nearly every kind of busi¬ 
ness. By far the leading bakery and 
confectionery store is In the hands of a 
black man. and I noticed that there 
were among his employes one or two 
white people. 

In Jackson the colored people own 
their own homes more largely than Is 
true of any city I have visited. The col¬ 
ored man who doe* not own his own 
home is the exception rather than th® 
rule. Taking it all In all, my eyes have 
been opened by my trip through Mis¬ 
sissippi. and I have greater hope for 
the future of both races than I ever had 
before. 

Seven miles from Jackson, the capital 
of Mississippi, there is located Touga- 
loo University, an Institution founded 
some year* ago for the education of 
colored people by the American Mission¬ 
ary Association. When 1 visited this 
Institution I was very glad to see many 
evidences which seemed to show that 
the white people In that vicinity hold 
the Institution in high regard, ami do 
not look upon It as a foreign Institution, 
but one that is doing a work for the ele¬ 
vation of the whole South. When I 
spoke there, there were In my audience 
not a few Southern ivhtte men and 
women. 

The condition of the colored ministry 
ts a matter that has l">ng Interested the 
most thoughtful persons North and 
South. No one can now go through the 
8 Uth and keep his eye* open Without 
being convinced of the fact that ih® 
ministry Is Improving, although thrr® 
Is a great deal still remaining to b® 
rinnA in thl* direction.

A RAP AT GRAND OPERA. 


Nashville. Tenn., Oct. 20.—[Special.]— 
»me Rer. Dr. D. C. Kelley, presiding 
elder of tha Methodist Church In this 
district, and who has for years beeu 
one of the most prominent ministers In 
this conference, this morning and even¬ 
ing. at two of the leading churches in 
the city, gave vent to a caustic criticism 
of the amusements which are now at¬ 
tracting the attention of NashvllU's cit¬ 
izens. 

He made some sharp reference to the 
grand opera to be given this week, and 
laid great stress on what ho considered 
the crying evil of the times, the thirst 
for entertainment. He reviewed "Quo 
y&dlsr at length, and said that It was 
an example of what the consuming 
thirst for amusement would finally lead 
to. He thought horse shows, where 
they were given as a means tending to 
develop better animals, were not so 
bad. but severely criticized horse shows 
w here the horses are the smallest part 
of lhe affair. 

In this connection he said that the 
newspapers did not gather all the In¬ 
formation they printed, but had it sent 
to them by women who were anxious to 
have their names In print He thought 
this condition different from what It 
■was fifty yearn ago when a former 
Governor of Tennessee slapped an edi¬ 
tor in the face for publishing a compli¬ 
mentary notice concerning the Govern¬ 
or’s daughter. 

The grand opera was cited as an in¬ 
stance showing the trend of affairs. A 
great public institution, he said, could 
not be paid for by raising subscriptions 
but an entertainment would bring all 
the people out. 


CAPT. HOBSON LECTURES. 

Delivers Two Addresses In Knoxville 
and Eulogizes the Late Rear Ad¬ 
miral Philips.

Will Re Incorporated With Capital 
Stock of $200,000 To Con¬ 
duct the Hotel.

EVENTFUL LIFE CLOSED 
BY CHARLES JAMES’ DEATH. 


Delegate To Fremont Convention, 
Friend of Lincoln and Second In 
Prospective Duel. 


Washington. Oct. 20.—Col. Charle* 
James, a prominent figure in Washing¬ 
ton and a man of varied attainments, 
died at his residence here to-day, aged 
eighty-four years. He was born In 
Rochester. N. Y.. and was admitted to 
the bar In Albany. Early in tlfe he was 
an ardent Democrat, but he became a 
Republican in 1854. and was an influ¬ 
ential member of the convention that 
nominated Fremont for the presidency. 
When Lincoln was elected President, he 
appointed Col. James Collector of Cus¬ 
toms at San Francisco. He was service¬ 
able in having Admitted to the United 
States free of duty the celebrated Ascot 
cup, won in England by James R. 
Keen'e horse, Foxhall. in 1884. after it 
had been ordered sold by the Govern¬ 
ment. Col. James was chosen by Anson 
Burlingame to be his second in the pros¬ 
pective duel With Brooks, and started 
with his principal for Niagara Falls, 
but Brooks failed to appear. He was 
a poet of considerable talent. 

Negro Shot Negro In Back. 

Dave Taylor, colored, shot Sullivan 
Bradford, another negro, In the back at 
Fourteenth and Grayson streets, about 
8 o'clock last night. Bradford was taken 
to the City Hospital. His condition, 
while serious. Is not regarded as crit¬ 
ical. He said that the shooting was ac¬ 
cidental. Taylor escaped and the po¬ 
lice have been unable to locate him. 

Old Defective Flue Again Working. 

Bernhard Kelly’s home, at 2531 West 
Market street, was destroyed by fire 
yesterday morning. An ulurm was 
turned In from box 572 at 11:23 o'clock. 
When the firemen arlved, the building, 
a one-story brick, was beyond control.

The spe¬ 
cial song service Will begin at 7.30 
o'clock, and each evening pains will 
be taken to render a good musical pro¬ 
gramme and to make the service gener¬ 
ally attractive. Mr. Birch, with his 
nineteen years’ experience. Is especial¬ 
ly well fitted to speak to men with the 
hope of lifting them to a higher life. 
A* he proclaimed yesterday at the be¬ 
ginning of his talk, he makes no at¬ 
tempt at flights of oratory; nor does he 
try to sweep men off their feet and 
make them, under mental excitement, 
subscribe to sentiments that In their 
cooler moments they may reject. Rath¬ 
er he gives them what he calls a plain, 
straightforward business talk, attack¬ 
ing no so-called worldly customs or 
practices, but only endeavoring to lead 
them to a better life, and preaching 
“Christ and Him crucified." 

Mr. W. F. McNair, secretary of the as¬ 
sociation. presided at the meeting, while 
back of him on the platform sat a spe¬ 
cial choir of fifty Y. M. C, A. men, well- 
trained In the gospel hymns.

Must Be Acknowledged. 

Mr. Birch chose for the subject of 
his discourse “Rise and Stand Upon 
Your Feet." 

"Christianity," he said "amounts to 
nothing If not acknowledged. The man 
who prays and prays, but does nothing 
for the Lord in an active way, Is not 
the sort of Christian who really counts 
In this world or the next. There is no 
hope for the man who^denles his Lord. 
He must be willing at all times to come 
forward and acknowledge his God and 
that he Is a Christian. When he hears 
the call of the Lord to do something 
ho must do that thing, not hesitate, 
hem and haw, and finally compro¬ 
mise. 

"The throne of God knows no com- 
promine. It must be straightforward, 
earnest, sincere. What sort of a sol¬ 
dier would he be that denied his or¬ 
ders. In war the soldier who flinches la 
disgraced. Hundreds, thousands of sol¬ 
diers would rather die than run. If, 
then, a man i* willing to give up his 
life for his country, his flag, how much 
more should he be willing to give up 
everything for his God7 

"From a purely business point of view* 
Christianity Is a paying Investment. 
Christian men are at the front In this 
world- The greatest men of our country 
have been Christians. Washington. 
Lincoln. McKinley—our three greatest 
Presidents—were all devout Christians. 
• • • 

Great Men As Christians. 


"You remember that story of Wash¬ 
ington at Valley Forge; how hls aide- 
de-camp, coming on him suddenly one 
day out In the woods, found the'Com- 
mander-ln-chlef kneeling In the straw 
and praying aloud to God for guidance. 
Think of Lincoln's prayers for the 
South, and finally what could be grand¬ 
er than those last words of our own 
late martyred President: 'God’s will; 
It Is best.* Some people say that a man 
can’t make money and be a Christian. 
Possibly they never heard of Mr. J. 
Pierpont Morgan. He is generally ad¬ 
mitted to be a money-maker. Yet Mr. 
Morgan, with all his vast schemes. In¬ 
volving even billions of dollars, find* 
time to attend the conferences of hls 
church. He speaks out openly for hls 
faith. 

"Christianity is not something to be 
hidden.

WAGED IN ARKANSAS. 


Senator Jones May Be Defeated For 
Re-election By Former Gov. 
Clark. 


Washington. Oct. 20.—[Special.]—H. U 
Remmel, chairman of the Arkansas Re¬ 
publican State Central Committee, says 
it looks as If Senator Jones would be de¬ 
feated by former Governor Clark for 
the United States Senate. Remind is 
not very good Democratic authority, but 
it is evident that the fight in Arkansas 
Is close, as well as bitter. Campaigns in 
Arkansas have heretofore been easy go¬ 
ing. but the present one seems to be 
attended by no small degree of excite¬ 
ment. Clark charges that the defeat of 
Bryan last year was largely due to the 
fact that Jones, the chairman of the 
National Democratic campa'gn, was 
connected with the Cotton Tie Trust.

St. Louis, Oct. 20.—[Special.]—The 
Louisiana Purchase Exposition in St. 
Louis in 1903 will be the first In the 
world's history in which hills enter into 
the composition of the main Exposition 
''picture." The natural topography of 
the site prompted this radical departure. 

The main "picture" of the Exposition 
(the great spectacle to be made by the 
big exhibit buildings, by water and by 
sculptures, is located entirely within 
Forest Park, the second largest public 
park In the United States. The use of 
half of this park, the unfinished portion, 
was granted to the Exposition Company 
by the city of St. Louis as an Exposition 


site. 


Forest Park's Hills. 


This part of the park Is hilly. It con¬ 
tains a large level tract of about 400 
acres, which formerly supplied space for 
golf links and a race track. From this 
level the ground rises on a slope of about 
sixty degrees to an average height of 
sixty feet. The main exhibit buildings, 
the big towers, the lagoons, basins, ca¬ 
nals and statuary groups occupy the 
lower level. The Art Gallery and Its by- 
build ngs (the architectural chrf d’oeuvre 
of the Exposition designed by Ca*s Gil¬ 
bert). the United States Government 
building, designed by J. Knox Taylor, 
are to be built on the elevated tract. 

In the treatment of the Intervening 
slope the Commissioner of Architects 
had scope for originality. The difference 
of elevation constituted the chief prob¬ 
lem with which they had to contend. 
They solved It, as shown in the ground 
plan. Hanging gardens and a series of 
magnificent cascades fill in this portion 
of the picture. 

• * • 

Like a Gigantic Fan. 


The main picture of the Exposition !a 
roughly in the shape of a gigantic fan, 
the ribs of which are the avenues of the 
Exposition. At the apex of this radiant 
composition stands the Art building on 
an eminence. Three great cascades that 
issue from the sides of three hills In the 
form of a crescent are to course down 
the hillsides and to empty into a grand 
basin. The water effects of the picture, 
radiating from these three great cas¬ 
cades offer a mile of continuous water 
circuit. From the roughly semi-circular 
basin Into which the cascades plunge, 
two streams In imitation of a natural 
river branch to right and left. As they 
traverse the avenues their banks as¬ 
sume a regular geometrical outline to 
their debouchure into the grand bas n 
at Its lower end. The beautifully wood¬ 
ed areas on the highest levels of Forest 
Park are to be occupied by the State and 
foreign buildings. 


NEW ORPHANAGE. 


THE PROTESTANT GERMANS LET 
CONTRACT FOR ONE. 


Ground Cost $50,000 and the Build¬ 
ing Will Require Nearly As 
Much More. 


The Board of Directors of the Prot- 
eetant German Orphan Asylum on Sat¬ 
urday accepted the plans of Architect 
Frederick Erhart for the new orphan¬ 
age building, which Is to be located at 
Baxter and Longest avenue. The or¬ 
phanage is now and has been located 
for a long term of years at Baxter and 
Longest avenues, where the Board of 
Directors recently purchased the four 
and three-flfths-acre plat of ground be¬ 
longing to the Longest estate, at a cost 
of $50,000. The new orphanage building 
will cost $40,000, and will be a two-and- 
a-half-story brick structure, trimmed 
with stone In renaissance style. 

The building will set 300 feet back 
frem the street, surrounded by a beau¬ 
tiful grove of trees. Its frontage will 
be 165 feet. The greatest depth from 
front to back will be 100 feet. The depth 
of Its wings on either side will be six¬ 
ty-five feet. The main front entrance 
will be approached by a twelve-foot 
stone stairway. A wide hallway will 
run the length of the building from 
front to back. On the leit of the hall 
will be the officers’ directory meeting 
room, etc. On the right will be a cloak 
rcom, ladies' society meeting room and 
reception-room. Back of these on the 
first floor will be the school and din¬ 
ing-rooms. These will be arranged In 
such a manner so that the folding doors 
separating them can be withdrawn, 
throwing both into one large audito¬ 
rium. 

At the rear of the building and under 
a different roof will be the kitchen and 
pantry. To the rear of this will be a 
brick building thirty-five by fifty-two 
feet, two stories high, containing the 
epglne. dynamos, laundry and bakery. 
In the basement of the main building 
there will be located the cold-storage 
plant, bathrooms and a large gymna¬ 
sium and game rooms. The dormito¬ 
ries will be on the second floors. There 
will also be two wards large enough 
to rontaln beds each for the sick. The 
capacity of the new orphanage will bo 
more than the old orphanage building 
at present accommodates, which is 
about 125, _ 

MEMBER OF CONFEDERATE 

CONGRESS IS DEAD. 


Judge Thomas C. Fuller Expires At 
His Home In North Carolina. 


Raleigh. N. C., Oct. 20 —Judge Thom** 
C. Fuller, aged seventy year*, a native 
of North Carolina, and Associate Jus¬ 
tice of the United State* Court of Pri¬ 
vate Land Claims, to w hich he was ap¬ 
pointed by President Harrison In 1890, 
died here early this morning. He was 
a member of the Confederate Congre/s 
and was elected to the United Stales 
House of Representatives immediately 
after the Civil War, but wo* not seat¬ 
ed. He wa* taken ill over a year axo 
when returning from a sitting of th* 
. Mlirt at Santa Fe. The funeral takes

Large Naval Estimates. 

The statement given out by Secretary 
Long that the nnvy will require nearly 
a hundred million dollars for the fiscal 
year which will begin on the 1st of 
next July has been received with some 
iiurprlfte, especially as this Is under¬ 
stood not to Include anything for naval 
construction beyond what has already 
been authorized. It Is expected, never¬ 
theless, that the construction of thrift 
new* battleships, four armored cruisers 
and twelve gunboat 9 will be recom¬ 
mended. The specific sum asked for, 
IP3.910.9S4, Is nearly twenty-one millions 
In excess of the naval appropriation for 
the present fiscal year. 

In round numbers, the navy of Great 
Britain Is costing 3150.000,000 for the 
present fiscal year, or 50 per cent, more 
than Secretary Long’s estimate for 
next year. But no other nation of the 
w-orld approaches a hundred millions 
for the navy. France Is paying $63.- 
000.000, Russia $50,000,000 and Germany 
$47,000,000. It is worth while to com¬ 
pare these figures w'lth the naval ton¬ 
nage of the several Powers on battle¬ 
ships, cruisers and torpedoboats. That 
of Great Britain Is 1.766.835; of France, 
731,063: of Russia 552,546, and of the 
United States, 507,494. Thus, though 
fourth In naval rank, we are second 
In naval expedlture, with the prospect 
of an Increase of nearly 30 per cent. 

Secretary Long aptly say9 that If we 
are to have a big navy we shall have 
to pay for It. Th** expense does not end 
with the building of vessels. Warships 
are continually In need of attention 
and repairs and we must have docks 
and navy yards In proportion to their 
number. So every now ship demands 
men, and the personnel of the navy 
must be increased from time to time. 
Much cf the increased appropriation Is 
for yards and docks, batteries and coal 
depots. 

The sentiment of the county doubt¬ 
less favors a steady Increase of The 
navy, but the swelling of the appro¬ 
priations will probably attract atten¬ 
tion and cause the details to be closely 
scrutinized. 


State should appear there In open oppo¬ 
sition to the fullest discussion of arbi¬ 
tration, which Is the very thing that 
the South American republics particu¬ 
larly need, as Is Indicated by the trou¬ 
ble In Venezuela and Colombia. 

The Latin-American delegates will 
doubtless find their visit to the City of 
Mexico Interesting and profitable. It 
Is the largest city In Latin America ex¬ 
cept Buenos Ayres and Rio de Janeiro. 
It is the capital of a country formerly 
notorious for Internecine feuds, but 
W'hlch for a quarter of a century has 
enjoyed tranquility. The population Is 
of the same general character as that 
of South America, and the language 
the same that prevails nearly every¬ 
where in Latin America except Brazil. 
Besides, the City of Mexico Is interact¬ 
ing In Itself and rich In souvenirs of the 
history of the Now World. For many 
reasons the Mexican capital Is a suit¬ 
able place for the meeting. Had It met 
at Washington It would nave been more 
fully reported, but in all other respects 
the capital of Mexico is an excellent 
place for the congress to meet. We need 
not expect any extraordinary advan¬ 
tages from the conference, but W'e may 
at least hope that a row* will be avoid¬ 
ed. Doubtless the delegates from this 
country have instructions to act as 
peacemakers should their services as 
such be required.

The Pan-American Congress. 
To-morrow In the City of Mexico will 
begin another Pan-American Congress. 
The delegates arrived there several 
days ago, and It 19 understood that 
there will be a full representation. 

The sessions of the congre#.# will be 
held In the National Palace. The “hall 
of sessions," which has been fitted up 
for the purpose. Is elaborately deco¬ 
rated. Workmen have been engaged 
on It for four months under the super¬ 
vision of an able Mexican engineer and 
architect. The style is that of the first 
empire and “the general effect Is one of 
rich and striking magnificence," to 
quote a Mexican paper. The tapestry 
is of green silk, embroidered with gold. 
The ceiling and door frames are stuc¬ 
coed In cream and gold. Electric lights 
in globes of cut glass glow' against the 
ciearn stucco. The hall Is divided into 
three sections by row's of granite col¬ 
umns. The doors and windows are of 
carved mahogany ornamented with 
gilded bronze. There Is a rostrum for 
speakers on either side of the hall, and 
at. one end a dais for the officers. There 
are waiting-rooms, refreshment and 
smoking-rooms and tw’o private rooms 
for the delegates from the United 
Stat?s. 

The meeting of thl# congress has 
been seriously Imperiled by the con¬ 
flicting demands of the republics of 
South America. Chill demanded that 
there be no discussion of arbitration as 
to existing controversies. Several other 
South American countries threatened 
not to participate If this demand was 
gianted. The difficulty was patched up 
to such a degree that all the countries 
expected appointed delegates, but 
whether there 19 an end to the trouble 
is not yet clear. 

The representative from Chill, while 
on his way, was reported In the Lon¬ 
don Times as Indicating that he would 
withdraw from the congress If the prin¬ 
ciple of the retroactive application of 
arbitration Is not ex* luded. The cor¬ 
respondent of the Times w ho Intel view¬ 
ed the Chilian delegate expressed the 
opinion that his withdrawal would al¬ 
most Inevitably wreck the congress. 
He doubtless got that idea from the 
delegate himself, along with a number 
of other things tending to show* that 
Chill Is the chief factor in Latin Amer¬ 
ica. For Instance, he suys that neither 
Mexico nor Brazil can be compared to 
ChlU In pow’er, and that the last named 
Is quite able to defend herself from 
every form of coercion. He admits that 
Uhlll has less than three millions of 
population and an army of only 17.000 
or 18,000 men, but says she can. In an 
emergency, put Into the field 200,000 
well-disciplined troops. 

There are Indications that ChlU takes 
herself too seriously. That she Is a war¬ 
like power Is true, and resourceful for 
her size. But she is far from being able 
to meet the world, or even the Western 
hemisphere. In arms. The truth is. 
Chill has two provinces which belong 
to Peru, and Is holding them by force. 
She does not wish to arbitrate her right 
to them because she apprehends that 
the decision would go against her, as 
apparently It ought to do. She Is strong 
enough to hold them against Peru, and 
so wishes the ma.tter to rest there. Her 
withdraw'ai from the congress would 
destroy Its unanimity, but It w'ouhl 
hardly wreck It. With or without 
Chill It may not accomplish 11 gtrat 
deal, but the interchange of opinion 
ought to be enlightening and helpful 
and pave the way for better relations. 


A Great Economic Waste. 

In his speech at Milw*aukee last we'k 
Secretary Gage demonstrated in a very 
cl-ar manner the economic waste caused 
by locking up .uirpius revenues In th# 
Treasury at times of activity In trade, 
lie wild that considering one year with 
another for the past thirty years the 
average amount taken out of circulation 
was $50,000,000. He continued: 

•'If these surplus millions had been de¬ 
posited with national banks In the Clear¬ 
ing-house cities. In the proportion the 
rrlative capital of each bank bears to the 
whole, and, If, secondly, the only securi¬ 
ty to the Government had been, In caso 
of bank failures, a prior lien on such 
bunk's assets, not a dollar of loss would 
the Treasury have suffered. 

"Next. If, under these conditions, the 
banks had paid Interest to th« Govern¬ 
ment at th*- rate of 2 per cent, upon the 
funds so deposited, how* much would thv 
Treasury have been benefited? Answer: 
$3J,000,tX»0. 

"lastly, with this fund as an aid to 
their general operations In the field of 
iradc and commerce, to what extent, ou 
the average, would the banks have been 
able to Increase credit accommodations to 
the people? Answer: $3W.UOO,OUO. 

“Have we not been guilty of an enor¬ 
mous economic waste by reason of our 
peculiar Treasury system?” 

That the Treasury suffers as well as 
business from this crude method of deal, 
lng with the revenues Is so plain that the 
wonder la a reform has not been wrought 
long ago. It is to lie hoped the next 
session of Congress will b.* broid-inind* d 
enough to provide against the repetition 
of such a squeeze as was experienced 
In December, 1899, when money went to 
40, 50 and 100 per cent, and one bid of 
185 per cent, on perfectly good collateral 
was made on the Stock Exchange with¬ 
out bringing out. an offer, white at the 
same time the Treasury vaults were 
overflowing with millions of dollars, for 
which the Government hud no use, and 
which It was unable to place where It 
could get into circulation. The incident 
attracted attention nil over the world, 
and was the theme of exhaustive com¬ 
ment In European financial Journals. 
Such a thing could not have happened 
In any other country. Since the United 
States has become the richest nation in 
the world the demand for money Is very 
much enlarged In spite of the accumu¬ 
lation of capital, and trade ought to he 
freed from this annual strain. 

Tile scientific bunking system of Ger¬ 
many has been all that has saved that 
unfortunate country from unnumbered 
bankruptcies during the past two years, 
and it has gone through the stra.n so 
far without losing a dollar to anybody. 
Is not this, as well as our own exprri 
ences, a lesson In favor of an amended 
currency system. 


Now, that the discussion of the color 
line In society and societies Is recrudes- 
cent. It Is worth while to notice that 
the Minnesota Federation of Women's 
Clubs had It up the other day on a 
motion to admit the Adelphl Colored 
Women's Club of St. Paul. A lively de¬ 
bate. In which more than twenty wom¬ 
en took port, followed the introduction 
of this firebrand, but the outcome of It 
all was that the colored women's club 
was refused admission. It is a wonder 
that the rejected club did not call It¬ 
self the "Colored Ladles* Club." but 
even this might not have availed them. 
The Minnesota delegates to the biennial 
meeting of the General Federation, to be 
held at Los Angeles next summer, were 
Instructed to accept the wisest compro¬ 
mise that Is offered on the color ques¬ 
tion. As the Issue seems to be to retain 
or to abolish the color line. It does not 
seem to be a case for compromise. 


Booker T. Washington, the negro orator 
and pre«ldent of the Tuskcge* Institute, 
who was entertained by President Roose¬ 
velt at the White House, registered Sat¬ 
urday at the Grand Union Hotel. 

Because of the criticism of the pres.# of 
the South, which censured President 
Roosevelt for entertaining a negro as his 
guest, Washington was perturbed when 
he arrived In New York. Many persona 
asked him to discus* the entertainment 
given him by the President, but of the 
dinner he persistently refused to talk. 

“I have been quoted," he said, “as hav¬ 
ing made a defense of the President. It Is 
untrue from beginning to end. 1 have 
refrained fiom talking. I have given out 
no interview on this question, and will 
give out none. I am not In the position 
to talk and will not talk. 

The President did entertain me. and T 
am h!* friend. I have no word to *ay 
agalnnt those who criticise him, nor have 
1 any criticism to make of those who criti¬ 
cise him. 

Any Interview from me that reflects on 
anyone, or that praises anyone. Is manu¬ 
factured. Ism not In a position to speak 
at this time and will not speak.” 

A dispatch from Washington to the 
Evening Post to-day says that Washing¬ 
ton did not seek the invitation to the 
Whtte House, but after receiving the In¬ 
vitation went out of his way to try to 
prevent any publication of the fact even 
that he was to be In Washington. 

The same dl«patch says that w'hen a 
party of New York and F.n#T^rn m**n and 
women, with « sprinkle of Southerners, 
were visiting Tuskegee Institute, Wa«h- 
lng?on wa.# the only person who could 
entertain them at dinner. They found the 
board well rupplled and daintily spread, 
but no persuasion on the part of the 
guest# without race prejudices could In¬ 
duce Washington or any member of his 
household to sit at the «smc table with 
the party. They recognized that the 
Southerners did not deem It proper to 
meet on euoh equality —fNew' York te’e- 
gram to the St. Louts Post-DLspat 'h.

Mny Repeat the Dinner. 

It was Intimated outside the White, 
House tha' If the abuse In which some 
of the Southern pnperw are indu.gtng 
would continue, the President might an. 
swer them by Inviting Mr. Washington to 
dinner a second time. 

The Idol of Wednesday was shattered 
by Friday. It Is a serious question 
whether the Booker T. Washington In¬ 
cident has not made It Impossible for the 
president to pursue hl» policy of building 
up a respectable white mans party in 
the South and destroyed all of the splen¬ 
did work of reconciliation that he has 
accomplished In the first month of bis 
administration. 

The incident brought to the Herald bu¬ 
reau to-night a letter which shows that 
in the long run the discussion Is likely 
dlrami tho critics of Mr Roosevelt. 
It is worth reproducing In full, and Is as 
follows: 

"Washington, D. C\. Oct. 18. 1901—To 
the Editor of the Herald: 1 notice In the 
Herald of to-day articles from the Mem¬ 
phis Commercial-Appeal and the Scimitar 
severely denunciatory of President Roose¬ 
velt for having Invited Booaer T. Wash. 
Ington to dlno at the White Hou*e. The 
editors of these papers *eem to have en* 
tlrely forgotten the fact that a precedent 
was set for this action by Gov.

The head 
of Tuskegr** followed the request and 
Imparted a vast amount of knowledge to 
the President, which he could have ob¬ 
tained from no other source. It ha# been 
Mr. Roosevelt's custom to a*U visitor# 
who have responded to such call# to take 
dinner or luncheon with him, and the 
conversation has continued at the meal 
This was done In Washington's case, and 
It is a safe guess that President Roose¬ 
velt did not forecast the result of his 
action uny more than he cares about the 
hysterical criticism# emanating from 
those who arc supersensitive about the 
color line. 

Naturally, the Republican politicians of 
the South who hnv*? been complaining 
about Roosevelt's policy of appointing 
Democrats when necessary to get worthy 
men to fill political office# south of Mn-on 
and Dixon's line are secretly pleased with 
the resentment shown over the attention 
accorded Mr. Washington. The thought 
of a black man stretching lu» leg- under 
the mahogany at the White llou^e has 
shocked these gentlemen greatly, and 
they wag their heads and predict direful 
results for the Administration. 

All the Southern people can truthfully 
about the Washington dinner episode 
!# that Mr. Roosevelt ignored the old tra¬ 
dition of Dixie that a “nigger" should be 
allowed In a white man'# dining-room 
only in the role of a waiter. Whether or 


Some of the Southern reslJent# of Wash¬ 
ington wonder If President Roosevelt will 
persist In his social recognition of negroes. 
Th.-y fear that he may get stubborn about 
the matter and Invite oth^r colored mrn to 
dlno with him and even go so far a.# to 
ask whites and blacks to meet socially 
together. In such case, of course. South¬ 
ern men and women will refuse to enter 
the White House socially. The friends of 
the President #ay he will never do any¬ 
thing of the sort; that he understands the 
South and will not violate its sacred tra¬ 
ditions; that when he asked Mr. Wash¬ 
ington to his table there were no other 
guests, and that the Invitation was ex¬ 
tended partly as a matter of business, as 
he wished an opportunity to consult with 
the leader of the colored race without In¬ 
terruptions. In the President's circle there 
Is much surprise at the outburst of Indig¬ 
nation hi the South over such a trifling 
matter. 

Southern men say they are sorry for 
Book* r Washington, us this episode will 
hurt him in the South and lessen Ids In¬ 
fluence. They say Washington has been 
strong with the whites breau^a he has al¬ 
ways recognized the social barrier and 
has never sought to strike it down When 
Mr. Washington comes to this city he 
put* up at a negro Inn and makes no effort 
to invade the regular hotels. He does the 
cam**, of course, wherever he goes m the 
tiouth. Th»*r** Is surprise that Washing¬ 
ton accepted the President's Invitation, 
and It 1# recalled that when Col. Roosevelt 
wu* at Tuskegee, partly a# Mr. Wash¬ 
ington# guest, he was not invlud to Mr. 
Washington** hou.*e. 

It Is also sold that Washington ha* al¬ 
ways eschewed politics and has won the 
favor of the wiilt**# thereby, but that now 
he has become the President's political 
representative In Alabama—the new Re¬ 
publican bass of the State. This state¬ 
ment I* most mplhttlrally denied by the 
friend# of the President. Mr. Washing¬ 
ton*# advice ha# been asked as to prin¬ 
ciple# and methods, but he is In no eonse 
the President's representative, nor will 
hn have anything whatever to do with 
politics.—(W ashlngton teelgrarn to the 
Chicago Record-Herald.

I did not notice the ne¬ 
gro women at the morning service. The 
question of whether negroes shall at¬ 
tend services at my church has never 
arisen.”

•it l* In business buildings that w# s#e 
the only original feature In American 
architecture. There 1* nothing like It In 
the world. The great Incongruity in these 
building* in New York come* from put¬ 
ting the rich facade# of hou.««i sixteen, 
twenty and twenty-five stories high on 
little narrow street*, where they cannot 
possibly be seen, widle the sides, which 
are of the plainest and commonest brick¬ 
work. are starlngly prominent vvhere the 
average height of the surrounding houses 
Is only four or five **torles. These facades 
are. almost without exception, b-aullfully 
designed und elaborately worked out with 
the most exquisite effect In enduring gran. 
Re. or richly molded terra cotta. In a 
photograph they charm the beholder, but 
when he goes to New York and sees the 
buildings he #ees nothing but their fidea, 
and the work I* thrown away. They have 
solved the problem better In Chicago, 
where they hove not attempted to adern 
the fronts of office buildings, bm frank y 
have made them Just great commercial 
building#, with the sides of the same color 
as the front, and the lack of adornment 
on the front tending to establish the re a- 
tlon between the parts. 

“Every recently built residence I mw Is 
designed in the modem French Renais¬ 
sance—the 'boulevard style.’ They have 
dropped everything el«e, and every design¬ 
er. good, bad and indifferent. Is trying to 
work out something In th#t style. The re¬ 
sult Is that many of the houses are ex¬ 
tremely beautiful and give the impression 
of grandeur and gTeat luxury, notably Mr. 
Carnegie's h u-e and Mrs. CiaGfa on Riv¬ 
erside drive. But lm-vltably the result 
also follows that the imlta-tor*. not und«r- 
etanding where to restrain themolves, 
have gotten too florid ond gay; so that a 
good deal of their work might be calbd 
rag-time architecture. 

“Another gr«ai department of New York 
architecture consist# of the apartment 
houses, which exist* nowhere else to the 
«amc extent. Th**y are going up *v#ry- 
wliere. Many are wonderfully striking 
and almost outrageously lavish in decora¬ 
tion# ond appointment#. They literally 
cry out from the housetops that they cost 
a pile of money. In one of them a seven- 
room psrtment rents for $13,600 a year. 
Perhaps a dozen on this scale are going 
up In the neighborhood of Central Park. 

“A most striking feature of the build¬ 
ing now is the erection of club-housea. 
New house* for all k'.nd# of cluba are go. 
lng up every few blocks in the center 
of the olty, big and little, modest and 
pretentious. The new' University Club !s 
—how shall X describe It? Gall it a per¬ 
fect dr»*im of palatial magnificence. To 
the stranger Its beauty is almost awe¬ 
inspiring. and the only criticism I could 
possibly make is that It* gorgeousm •» 
t# rather out of keeping with the plain 
living and high thinking suppoaed to 
characterize the university. The luxury 
of the club I# certainly # curious reward 
for on* who struggles through the uni¬ 
versity Why, I tried to read a book In 
the library und couldn't do It. My eyes 
and my mind dwelt upon the beauty of 
the tbsign. the lavishly costly decoration 
of the room The room Is paneled about 
twenty feet high In solid imported En¬ 
glish oak. Out here we are content If 
we can use a little of the th’.nly-ahaved 
veneer. 

“In New York money k< ems to be of no 
consideration. The chief uim Is toward 
display, regardless of cost. Often the 
result Is beautiful and magnificent, but 
you are oppressed by the feeling that 
everybody Is trying to outdo everybody 
ds**. Then there I# the cruel contrast of 
the horrible, abject squalor In sight of 
nil this luxury. It make# you shudder. 

•*Oh, no: there is nothing here to com. 
pn re with Now York, architecturally 
Kpcuking, or any other way. The man¬ 
ner of living, all conditions, seem radi¬ 
cally different. You see It In the houses.

THE SMALL MAN * 

WHO DOES BIG THINGS. 


Maurice Garu From Libretto Boy To 
Leading Impresario of the 
World. 


Maurice Grau Is a email man who 
does big things. The lot of the inter¬ 
viewer who endeavors to draw from 
him an expression as the glories of 
the present company or to get some 
reminiscence of past achievements 
which have given Mr. Grau high place 
among the great directors of theatri¬ 
cal and operatic events Is one of diffi¬ 
culty. From Mr. Grau’s view, the 
greatness of his company Is actual, 
his marvelous ventures are already 
made. He expressed himself once yes¬ 
terday as to the forthcoming season of 
grand opera In Louisville. 

"I believe.” he said, "that in the three 
operas to be sung here, the people of 
Louisville will be given the benefit of 
the full force of the company, Madame 
Sanderson being the only one of the ar¬ 
tists who does not sing here. I con- 
eider the company the strongest that 
I have ever had under my manage¬ 
ment.” 

■ • • 

Then He Talked On Politics. 


And then, by a sudden transition, the 
talk turned to municipal politics in 
New York. 

"Do you know,” said Mr. Grau, "l be¬ 
lieve Shepard is going to defeat Low. 
At any rate. I’ve got a bet on the re¬ 
sult. In my opinion, the people of New 
York are tired of having Klchard Crok- 
er directing the affairs of the city from 
the other side of the Atlantic, and his 
support will be rather a detriment than 
otherwise. Still, I think Mr. Shepard 
is going to win in spite of everything. 
Tammany’s rule has been corrupt, but 
I don’t know that a Republican ad¬ 
ministration would have been better. 

"How long was it since I first came 
to Louisville? Why. almost thirty years 
ago l was here with Rubinstein. It was 
in 1872. Ami, do you know that there 
i» one thing about Louisville which Is 
different from the other smaller cltles , > 
Thirty years ago the Galt House was 
the leading hotel right here on this 
spot. To-day, after all these years, 
neither Its name nor position hai been 
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changed. There are few other cities 
that have not built away from their 
centers of thirty years ago. I remem¬ 
ber that ten years ago there was a lit¬ 
tle restaurant down on a side street 
where we used to go after the perform- 
ancs. Its chef was a delightful man.” 
• • • 

Recalls Old Acquaintances • 


The memories of the hotels and res¬ 
taurant recalled to Mr. Grau the names 
and little characteristics of men with 
whom he has touched elbows in the 
years in which Louisville has had a 
place on his map. Each one of them 
was remembered and asked after, and 
some little incident of hts acquaintance 
with them was brought back to mind. 

"Do you remember’every man you’ve 
ever met In every city of the world, Mr, 
Grau?” was the amazed question. 

"Well, I can’t say that, but then, you 
see, I have visited Louisville a num¬ 
ber of times. In 1889 we opened the 
Auditorium with Alban! and Tamagno 
in "Othello." with Patti and Fabri lu 
”8emlramide." Albunl in "Faust” and 
Nordlca In "Lea Huguenots.” This is 
but one ot my dozen visits to Louisville 
in these thirty years. We were here 
last when Goebel wus assassinated. 
Now his murderers are on trial. It 
seems a little strange that our last two 
comings to Louisville should fall at 
such times.” 

A question os to the route to be taken 
by the company after leaving Ivoulsvllle 
brought up the fact thut the company 
Is to go over a certain road through the 
far South. At once Mr. Grau gave the 
quotations on its stock and spoke 
knowingly of its management. 

And so it ran on all the political and 
financial questions of the day. 

It would seem that the minds of two 
or three ordinary men would find full 
occupation In managing the great un¬ 
dertaking of a transcontinental tour of 
the world's greatest artists and a com¬ 
pany and orchestra of almost 100 peo¬ 
ple, but Mr. Grau seems to be able to 
find time for an intimate knowledge of 
every question of the day. 

The bare recital of the facts In his 
life forms a story of remarkable in¬ 
terest. 

• • • 

His Remarkable Rise. 


To rise from the position of a libretto 
boy to that of leading Impresario of 
the world may be an operahousc dream, 
but it is a hope that Is hardly ever re¬ 
alized. There have been u few cases 
on record, perhaps, of somewhat simi¬ 
lar successes, but they are bo infre¬ 
quent as to be only the rare exceptions 
that prove the rule to the contrary. 

Mr. Maurice Grau Is one of those 
rare exceptions. 

Mis experiences have been varied and 
Interesting, and their story affords 
some insight Into the great dramatic 
and operatic incidents of the past quar¬ 
ter of a century. Born in 1849 In Brunn. 
Austria, near the home of the Strako- 
sches and Matvtzeks, Maurice Grau 
came with his parents to New York 
when he was five years old. lie grew 
up In the First and Seventh wards, 
went through the public school, was 
graduated from the Free Academy In 
1SC7. attended Columbia Law School 
and spent two years In the office of 
Morrison, I*auterbaoh & Splngarn. but 
the interest In operatic and dramatic 
affairs which had been created by his 
association with his uncle and prede¬ 
cessor, Jacob Grau. led him to abandon 
the luw before he was admitted to the 
bar. For ntit ty years he remained In 
his uncle’s employ in various capacities 
which enabled him to learn the tech¬ 
nique of the ku&lness. 

• • • 

Started For Himself. 


In 1872 he branched out for himself 
In partnership with Charles A. Chlzzo- 
la. With a capital of $730 each, they 
engaged Aimee, who had come to 
America with Fisk In 1870. The open¬ 
ing performance was given at Bridge¬ 
port. Conn., on February 12, 1872. The 
bookings included Chicago, but the big 
fire destroped the theater, and another 
house on the West Side had to be se¬ 
cured. They made enough money in 
one week to pay six weeks’ expenses. 
Aimee was so pleased that she extend¬ 
ed h«*r engagement and remained with 
Mr. Grau until 1875, and appeared In 
America subsequently only under hts 
management. 

In 1872 Mr. Grau engaged Rubinstein 
for an eight-months’ tour In America. 
The great pianist and composer re¬ 
ceived $200 for each appearance—Mr. 
Grau afterward offered hint $2.500—and 
his manager cleared $SO,UOO. In the fol¬ 
lowing year he organized the Kellogg 
English Opera Company, Clara Louise 
Kellogg singing for the first time In 
English opera. Without having seen 
him, Mr Grau at the same time en¬ 
gaged 8alvLnl. w ho made his American 
debut at the Academy of Music In 
“Othello" on October 16, 1873. He made 
very little money with the great Ital¬ 
ian. who drew’ $3,000 or $4,000 a night as 
the Moor, but In some other roles would 
play to as little as $300. 

HIs ambition to be a metropolitan 
manager led Mr. Grau In 1874. to lease 
the Fourteenth-street Theater, New 
York, then called the Lyceum, whit i> 
had already ruined his uncles, Jacob 
and Fechter. At th»* same time he en¬ 
gaged four companies—Almees. the 
Coralle Goeffroy Opera Rouffe Com¬ 
pany. the Soldetie English Opera Bouffe 
Company and Blstori. 

He had too many Irons to the fire, 
however, and the end of the season 
found him financially "broke." Secur¬ 
ing a letter of credit for $10,000 from 
Duncan, Sherman & Co., he went to 
Europe In 1874 to engage a new com¬ 
pany. but before lit* cashed the letter 
the news reached him of the failure of 
the bankers. The company then 
brought back was headed by Geoffroy. 
It was ugaln a failure, and tills led to 
the dissolution of Grau & Chlzzolo. 

• • • 

Money Out of Forfeits. 


Next Mr. Grau engaged Rossi, but 
the latter was having such success In 
Paris that he paid a forfeit of $10,000. 
Later on he again paid $10,000 forfeit. 
Mr. Grau, it Is said, is the only Ameri¬ 
can manager who made any money out 
of the actor. 

Offenbach’s visit to America in 187G 
was suggested to Mr. Grau by Aimee. 
He paid Offenbach $20,000 for leading 
twenty concerts at Madison Square 
Garden. His loss was about $20,000 on 
the series. The Offenbach fiasco was 
fnllowod by another season of Aimee

The Operas and their Casts. 
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opera bouffe. which was very success¬ 
ful She got a certainty of $750 a week. 

Mr * Gr au gut $350 they di¬ 
vided the profits. 

In 18<Si he brought over one of the 
biggest French comic opera combina¬ 
tions which has ever appeared In New 
lork. Including Capoul, Paola. Marie 
and Angele. Aimee saw the opening 
performance and felt that her reign as 
queen of opera bouffe had mme to an 
end. Mr. Grau- took the company the 
following year on a seventeen-months’ 
tour of South America. 

HIs Jump from Havana to Rio alone 
cost $15,000, but the season was very 
profitable, as was also hls visit to Mex¬ 
ico and Cuba with Aimee, with w r hom 
he made more in a month in either 
country than he did in five months in 
the United States. 

Mme. Theo came to America first In 
18S2. under Mr. Grau's management. 
She was followed by Aimee, who came 
back for $1,000 a w'eek \nd expenses, 
a big sum for an opera bouffe artist in 
those days. 


Meanwhile Henry E. Abbey and John 
B. Schoeffel had secured a lease on the 
Metropolitan Operahousc, and cabled 
Mr. Grau in Mexico asking him to join 
them as manager. He wajited to be a 
partner and reluctantly accepted as 
manager. It w^as luck for him, how¬ 
ever, for in four months Mr. Abbey lost 
$300,000 in his vnrlou* enterprises, and 
Mr. Grau again turned his whole atten¬ 
tion to Aimee. 

Judle was brought here In 1885. Mr. 
Grau paying her $3,000 a week for thir¬ 
ty weeks. Her season was fairly profit¬ 
able. 


Success With Bernhardt. 


Mr. Grau and Mr. Abbey w r ere again 
together during the season of 1883-4, 
when he suggested to Mr. Abbey to 
take Sarah Bernhardt to South Amer¬ 
ica, w’hlch resulted In Mme. Bernhardt's 
remarkably successful tour, lasting 
from May, 1886, to June. 1887. She made 
$260,000 and her manager made nearly 
$150,000. Mr. Grau accompanied her all 
through the South American States. 
This brought about the formation. In 
May, 1887, of the firm of Abbey, Schoef¬ 
fel & Grau, which would have expired 
by limitation on May 1, 1897. One of the 
first undertakings of the new’ firm was 
the engagement of Mme. Patti for forty 
appearances In Buenos Ayres and Mon¬ 
tevideo. She was guaranteed $5,000 a 
night and got 40 per cent, of all receipts 
over $10,000. For one night In Buenos 
Avres Mr. Grau paid her $9,000. All 
told, she made $200,000 and her partners 
cleared $50,000. 

Another successful cnterpr‘80 was the 
second of twenty operatic performances 
with which the Chicago Auditorium 
was opened In 1889. The receipts aggre¬ 
gated $250,000. Patti was In the com¬ 
pany. 

Josef Hoffman, whom Mr. Grau 
brought over, would have made $250,000 
if Mr. Gerry had not interfered. 

A tour of Europe and Northern Af¬ 
rica with Mme. Bernhardt, in 1888-9. 
made almost as much for her and the 
firm as did the South American tour. 
• • • 

Salaries Have Increased. 

_ i 

Mr. Grau's connection with the Met¬ 
ropolitan Operahouse is recent his¬ 
tory, as well as his second European 
tour with Mme. Bernhardt, which was 
almost as great a financial success as 
the former. Poquelin, Mounet-Sully. 
ReJane and Jane Hading were hot 
profitable; Otta Hegtier. Sarasate and 
the spectacular production, "America,” 
W'ere other ventures. 

Regarding the future of opera In this 
country, Mr. Grau says: "The taste for 
music has grown remarkably since I 
began my career as an impresario. I 
doubt very much if any other country 
in the world spends as much money as 
America does for her musical attrac¬ 
tions. The public Is exacting—perhaps 
too much so—being absolutely unwlll- 
iruc to put up with anything but the 
very best. I don't think, however, that 
such u company as the one under my 
management this season could be dupli¬ 
cated anywhere. A great deal has been 
cakl about the enormous salaries of the 
leading artists, but I don't regard them 
as extravagant, as some would have the 
public believe, in view of what the 
same artist ran earn elsewhere. Still, 
I frequently ask myself the question: 
'At the rate at which salaries are in¬ 
creasing at present, w hat will a prima 
donna or u tenor earn fifty years 
hence?' Just think of the difference 
between what they get to-day and 
what prima donna9 and tenors, who 
w’ere probably their equal, got fifty or 
even twenty-five years ago. Probably 
the operahouses of the future will be 
built to contain 10.000 seats. 

What the future has In store it is hard 
to say. but it certainly seems to me 
that the taste for opera is continually 
on the increase, and the prospects for a 
continuance of successful opera season 
are very favorable.” 


DIPHTHERIA 


HAS DONE ITS WORST IN NEW 
ALBANY. 


Only Two Mild Cases Reported Yes¬ 
terday and Improvement Noted 
In Former Patients. 


Two new cases of diphtheria were re¬ 
ported last evening in New Albany to 
Dr. Weathers, secretary of the Board 
of Health of that city. Joseph Reibei, 
211 Olive street. Is one of the victims of 
the disease and a child of George T. 
Nunemacher, 337 East Fourteenth 
street, the other. Both cases are of a 
mild type and It Is not believed that 
either patient will have any serious 
difficulty with the malady. Three of 
the old cases of diphtheria were dis¬ 
charged yesterday as cured and twice 
as many more will be on the convales¬ 
cent list to-day. Of those still afflicted 
with the disease not one Is considered In 
a dangerous condition, and the phy¬ 
sicians are beginning to feel very hope¬ 
ful. 

Since the apeparance of the disease in 
New Albany six weeks ago there have 
been twenty-eight eases, and of these 
seven have died, one death having oc¬ 
curred outside the city limits. Or the 
twenty-one remaining cases, six have 
been discharged ns requiring no further 
medical attention, and as many more 
are convalescent. The order of tno 
Board of Health requiring children un¬ 
der fourteen years of uge to remain on 
their ow n premises has been obeyed al¬ 
most to the very letter, and a boy or 
girl Is rarely seen on the street. Some 
of the more optimistic of the medical 
men are of th** opinion that the public 
schools of the city can b** reopened next 
Monday, but several of them believe 
thut they will have to remain closed 
probably a week long«»r. 

APPLES BY THE STEAMER-LOAD. 


Twenty Thousand Barrels From In¬ 
diana Orchards This Season. 

The steamer Bellevue, of the Louis¬ 
ville and Evansville Packet line, 
brought in a full load of apples yes¬ 
terday front the Harrison county or¬ 
chards on the batiks of the Ohio river 
below’ the city. All the boats of the 
line will come into port loaded w ith this 
fruit as long as the present stage of 
w ater continues and freezing weather is 
postponed. It is estimated that over 
20.000 barrels of apples will be shipped 
from the orchards of the Ohio river 
counties to the Northern cities this sea¬ 
son. They arc* brought to this city by 
boat and go from here to Indianapolis, 
Chicago and other cities by rail. A 
very large crop hus been grown, and as 
the prices have ruled high, the fruit 
growers have had probably the most 
profitable season In their recollection.

Confederate Reunion. 


SESSIONS BEGIN TO MORROW. 


ELECTION OF OFFICERS TO CAUSE 
PLEASANT RIVALRY. 


PLANS FOR A HOME. 


Confederate veterans from all parts 
of Kentucky are coming to Louisville 
to-day to attend the State reunion, 
W’hlch will be held here for two days, 
beginning with to-morrow. J. M. 
Poyrrtz, commanding the Department 
of Kentucky, will arrive to-night from 
Richmond. J. M. Arnold, of Lancaster; 
A. H. Sinclair, of Georgetown, and J. B. 
Briggs, of Russellville, commanding 
brigades, will arrive here either to-ntght 
or to-morrow morning. 

Large delegations of veterans and 
their families are expected from all 
parts of the State. The local commit¬ 
tees who have been hard at work pre¬ 
paring for their guests have no ac¬ 
curate Id^a as to how* many persons 
the reunion will bring to the city, It 
being the first meeting of its kind. It 
Is roughly *>stJmated, however, that 
from 400 to COO veterans and the mem¬ 
bers of their families will attend. Sev¬ 
enty-six camps of veterans are en¬ 
rolled upon the membership list of the 
State organization. Each one of these 
camps Is entitled to a representation of 
two delegates in the convention and 
one delegate for every tw’enty members 
or fraction of twenty in the camp. 
There are between 4.000 and 5,000 mem¬ 
bers of the State association. 

Word has been received to the effect 
that there will be in attendance large 
delegations from Lexington. Paris, 
Newport, Henderson, Ow’ensboro, Rus¬ 
sellville, Bowling Green. Elizabeth¬ 
town, Danville. Georgetown. Frank¬ 
fort, Richmond. Nlcholasvllle and Pa¬ 
ducah. The meetings will take place 
on the third floor of Music Hall. Gen. 
Poyntz will call the first session to 
order at noon to-morrow. 

The tw’o Important questions before 
the convention are the election of offi¬ 
cers and the arrangement for the foun¬ 
dation and management of the Confed¬ 
erate Home. In the matter of election 
of officers, of course, the keenest Inter¬ 
est will center in the selection of Gen. 
Poyntz’s successor. As this Is the first 
State meeting, there has been little or 
no talk of candidates for this honor so 
far. After the election of the Major 
General commanding the State, each of 
the four brigades of the State will elect 
Its Brigadier General. . 

A number of plans have been dis¬ 
cussed for the foundation and manage¬ 
ment of the Confederate Home, though 
so far none has assumed definite shape. 

The social side of the reunion will, of 
course, be Important. The local com¬ 
mittee has engaged the parlors of the 
Louisville Hotel, In which will be held 
a big reception to-morrow afternoon. 
The programme has not yet been defi¬ 
nitely settled upon. There will be 
speeches by a number of prominent vet¬ 
erans. After the speaking refreshments 
will be served. The ladles of Albert Sid¬ 
ney Johnston Chapter, Daughters of the 
Confederacy, will participate In the re¬ 
ception. 

On Wednesday afternoon the veterans 
will be taken for a trolley ride to all 
parts of the city. A smoker is being ar¬ 
ranged for Wednesday night. There will 
be a number of speeches at that func¬ 
tion. 

At the Memphis reunion of Confed¬ 
erate veterans Gen. John B. Gordon, 
Commander-In-Chief. Issued an ord r 
that the Confederate organization of 
every State hold State reunions. Here¬ 
tofore. most of the Southern States had 
held these reunions without order from 
the Commander-in-Chlef. The Kentucky 
veterans, however, never took to the 
idea. Since Gen. Gordon Issued his order 
and preparations have been going for¬ 
ward for the reunion, the v eterans have 
looked forward to It with much pleasant 
anticipation.

N EW YORK. Oct. 20.—John Flan¬

The Chicago¬ 
ans are In a position where they cannot 
afford to fight outsiders too hard. The 
difficulty In the way seems to be a desire 
to sustain a false dignity. The Chicago 
magnates wish to punish some one, they 
do not care particularly who. for the oppo¬ 
sition of thtf past year. The Turf Con- 
greva will not submit to anything of the 
sort. If there La peace it must be on a 
basis recognizing the legitimacy of the 
Turf Congress and Us ads and the acts 
of Its committees and of the horsemen 
w*ho cast their fortunes with it. 

If there should be continued war. It 
means a very profitable time for horse 
owners for a while, followed by a period 
of depression which will rapidly eat up 
the unusual earnings of the season of bel¬ 
ligerency. It will mean unusual purse and 
stake offerings In both St. Louis and Chi¬ 
cago, and it will mean a resort to every 
method by which one can injure the in¬ 
terests of the other. If racing survives in 
both, or even in one place. It will be a 
matter of surprise. 


NO WINTER RACING 

AT DOUGLAS PARK. 


Under No Circumstances Will the 
Meeting Continue Beyond Thanks¬ 
giving Day, Says Mr. Parmer. 


Nashville, Tenn.. Oct. 30 -fSpecIal.J-W. 
O. Parmer, who has secured control of 
Douglas Park, said to-night that the story 
In a Cincinnati paper to the effect that a 
prominent turfman had said there would 
be a winter meeting at Douglas Park, w as 
untrue from beginning to end.

"As to Frank Fowler’s statements about 
my suggesting dates for Newport, that 
was uncalled for, as I had no authority to 
make dates, for any other tracks than 
those controlled by myself and associates.

The Universal hae a lirg# cigarette trade, and 
it* buyer 1# a steady purchaser, while the 
American «g*nt let# no sample pa#« without ,»n 
effort to get tt. Th* rrasan is believed to be 
that there will be Mttle or no c I t In the nrw 
crop: hence *11 the old that can be had I# being 
bought up. In consequence there ha# bran fr.e 
selling of rh* bright*, prrhap# twice a« much 
aa u-uul this week, ard stock* «r* eiid to b* 
cane<l op. Men who have to sell some¬ 
thing have offered their awtory and there can¬ 
not to much remaining The new crop will hav* 
pi. nty of good useful leaf, but th* belief I# It 
will to cured up d*fk.

The Rev. D. Clay Lilly, of Tuscaloosa, 
Ala., preached at the Second Presbyte¬ 
rian church last night. Mr. Lilly has 
been appointed by the General Assem¬ 
bly of the Presbyterian Church, South, 
as secretary* of the Committee of Col¬ 
ored Evangelization, and he is gener¬ 
ally regarded as one of the ablest 
young men In the church.

We hold to the latter 
view. God cannot will lust and sin Into 
righteousness. Right is God’s will; 

This runs 
through all sound religion. Yet faith 
had another task here than simply to 
acquiesce In God’s will. God’s will 
must be reconciled with God’s purpose. 
God had told Abraham that ‘In Isaac 
shall thy seed be called.’

It was God against God; It was God's 
command against God’s promise.

COLOR LINE CANNOT BE OBLITERATED 


Kentucky University’s New President. Dr. Jenkins, 
Talks of the Brotherhood of Man. 


The newly-elected President of Ken¬ 
tucky University, the Rev. Burrill K. 
Jenkins, was In the city yesterday and 
spoke at the First Christian church. He 
selected as a text the words from the 
forty-sixth verse of the seventh chapter 
of John: “Never man spake like this 
man.” Mr. Jenkins began by paying: 

“This Is a strange answer for com¬ 
missioned officers to bring back who 
have been gent out to arrest a man. 
’Never man spake like this man.’ Yet 
this same answer and same testimony 
has been given on all occasions. Straus, 
tho great sceptic of Germany, who wrote 
a life of Christ simply to prove Him a 
myth, closes ills work with a glowing 
tribute to the very Idea of Jesus. 
Brenalrc. who occupies the earns posi¬ 
tion In France as does Straus In Ger¬ 
many, says the same thing, as doci John 
Stuart Mills In England. All great minds 
bow down to Christ: It Is only the small 
mind that says: *We can put an end to 
all such.* Why Is It? It tg not that 
ther - is In Him any striving after orig¬ 
inality. Every one now, as well as then, 
Is anxious to be original, to be up-to- 
date, to know the latest news. But Jesus 
did not pander i<» this taste. He did not 
hesitate to use other men’s words, old 
savings and Illustrations. Nor is there 
any striving after decoration. As Hor¬ 
ace says: Put no purple patches or 
cypress trees In your landscapes.* No, 
It l* non*- of this. It is simply the fact 
that Jesus preaches the truths that we 
need.” 

I>r. Jenkins then enumerated the three 
greatest truths, the three relationships. 
First, the reUitlon of the Father and 


man; second, the relation of man to 
man, and, third, the relation of man to 
God. Speaking of the first relation— 
that of God to man—he said that when 
Christ came. He found men perplexed 
and puzzled, trying to find out what kin 
God was to man. He recited the Nine¬ 
tieth Psalm to illustrate the perplexities 
of that day. Like peace after a tempest, 
Christ cornes amid the troubled people 
and says: “Our Father who art in heav¬ 
en.” Surely “never man spake like rh s 
man.” 

In regard to the relation of man to 
man. he gave the old world theory that 
to be a Roman was better than a King; 
not to be a Roman, a savage, to b<? a 
Greek was to belong to the cultured and 
refined; not to be was to be a barbarian; 
to be a Jew, to be one of God's chosen] 
the elect; not to be was to b*» a Gentile 
(with the accent on the first syllable 
and a sneer). Christ told the story or 
the good Samaritan, or the brotherhood 
of man, changing their narrow rtilmls. 

Dr. Jenkins said that ihe idea of 
brotherhood was not yet fully matured 
however. If it were there would be no 
newsboys, no poor In any < la>s. He said 
we must not bo extremists; that Christ 
was nor an extremist; that present con¬ 
ditions would of necessity cout nun for 
many years, and that * ertainly the c olor 
line could not be obliterated In this day. 

He closed by enlarging on the third* 
point—the relation of man to God. H,. 
said that those people felt that th*v 
ought to be In touch with God; that they 
belonged In contact with Him, but were 
unable to And the way home. But Je«us 
says: "I am the- way. the truth, the life 
Follow roc. Believe on me and thou
